to the Secretary of, State's ‘office, ‘and 
had received this. aniwer, ** There is 
not a (crap of paper in-thi< Office of a 
Jater date than the gth of Ogtober, and | 
which was received here the g7th of 
November.”

At length Governor Gore was 
called to the bar. He was afked in ge- 
neraj as_to the temper of the Caribbs. 
His an{wer was, that they were a quiet, 
wel] diipofed people. At what time 
he left the Grenades? Ip the year 
1765. if he had ever heard of any — 
jealoufies among them? None. If he 
had ever heard that the planters envied 
them their lands? He jaid he had. If 
he could name any fuch planters? He 
named one Alexunder. Ordered to 
withdraw. 

Lieut. Fletcher of the 32d reg.) He 
gave candid anfwers to the queftions 
pucto him. Said he left the ifland in 
1757 ; had been there three years ; 
that the Caribbs were then_ peaceable ; 
that the climate was unhealthy ; that 
122 Of the men died the firft year, and 
309 in the three years he’ was there ; 
that the'Caribbs were very well affeg- 
ed’; that Governor Melville's opinion 
was, that gentle means. were the beft to 
reduce them ; that between May and 
June was the unhealthy feafon ; and 
that cn expedition againft them during

that feafon muft be fatal to: the men. 
Ordered to withdraw. 

Capt. Farquabar.) This gentleman 
aéted as Lieutenant Governor eleven 
months in the abfence of Governor 
Melville; never difcovered any dilpo- 
fition in the Caribbs to quarrel ; on 
the contrary, they ufed to bring pi- 
geons and fith, and whatever elfe they 
could furnifh, to barter withthe army, 
and always behaved well. 

Capt. Rofs.| - The Caribbs were at 
firft very peaceable, but a plan being 
formed to furvey their lands, they grew 
turbulent and fufpicions ; and a guard 
of 4omen, commanded by a ferjeant, 
who were ordered to proteé&t the fur- 
veyors, were made prifoners by them. 
He faid, that Mr. Alexander ‘and the 
reft of the council, having requefted the 
command of the troops to refcue their 
comrades, the whole number confift- 
ing of* 120 effective men, marched 
within two miles of their wage 
and that they voluntarily gave up the 
40 men, without any hurt having been 
offered’ them, on condition that the 
furveyors fhould defift, and the inroads 
into their country be puta ftop to. He 
faid, the Caribbs were not to be depend- 
ed on; that they were by nattire thieves ; 
thar the climate was unheal.hy; that, if 
the troops at firft landing weie expoied 

“to the inclemency of the air, it would 
be immedia'e death to one half of 
them ; that tents were of no ufe ; that 
the proper coverings were huts, which 
the negroes who attended with provi- 
fions, would raife for the troops ina 
few days; and that he believed they 
might be reduced, but not without lofs. 

Mr. Sharp, Speaker of the Affembly 
of St. Vincent’s, faid, the Caribbs were 
a faithlefs people ; that while they con- 
tinued in the ifland, neither the lives 
nor properties of his Majetty’s fubjects 
could be fecure ; that murders and rub- 
beries were frequent; that his own ne- 
groes had been murdered in the field ; 
and that no inducements were wanting 
to encourage negroes to defert; that 
the Caribbs were addifted ‘to ‘much 
drinking, and in their debaucheries 
were cruel, and abandoned to every 
fpecies of vice. 

Being afked by Col. Barré, what 
their vices were. He faid they were 
indeed but few, becaufe their ideas were 
but few.—Then, faid Col, Barré, the 
are eafer told. Mr. Sharp replied, 
they love a plarality of women, and 
take pleafure in nothing fo much as 
making themflves beaits by drnkirg 
toexcels, 
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Don’t they love liberty and property, 
faid Col, Barré? the anfwer was,Yes. 
Then, faid the Col. if they love women 
and wine, liberty and property, where's 
the difference, except in the colour, 
between them and Englifhmen*, He 
made no anfwer. Being atked, he ac- 
knowledged himfelf advifer of the pro- 
je& for removing thefe people from the 
ifland, and wifhed they might be fent 
to Guinea, to St. Matthew, or to any 
other neutral ifland, where they might 
be provided for, and live in their own 
way. . Gave it as his opinion that ei- 
ther they or his Majelty’s fubjets muft 
quit the ifland, for that it was impof 
fible for the latter to live in fafety, if 
the former were fuffered to live inde- 
pendent. 

The further enquiry into this bufi- 
nefs was, deferred till , 

Monday 15, when Mr, Campbell, a 
planter in Grenades, was called-to the. 
bar.] This gentleman informed the 
Houtfe of an application made by the 
Caribbs to the Governor of Martinique 
for affitance againft the Englifh ; which, 
he aid, as we are nowat peace with the 
French, the Governor rejeéted with 
indignation ; but, faid Mr. Campbell, 
in cafe of war, the French would moft 
undoubtedly make ufe of the Caribbs 
to cut all; our threats, He was atked 
from whom he had_ received his intel- 
ligence. He faid from the Governor, 
Count Denerie, himfelf.. He was afked 
where the converfation happened? He 
faid in the jfland of Martinique; that 
he had long been acquainted with the 
Governor ; that, having an eftate in the 
Grenades, he went to Martinique on 
bufineis; ftayed there 19 days, during 
which time he had frequent converfa- 
tions with the Governor, who was a 
man of the: ftriste honour. He was 
alked in what language they converfed? 
He faid in French and Englith; that he 
himfelf underftood a tittle French, and 
the Governor could fpeak broken En- 
glith. ~[Ordered to withdraw, 

Mr. T, Townfbend.} As Yam fen- 
fible how deficient I am, I muft in- 
treat the indulgence of the Houfe, and 
I hope their candour will enable me 
to proceed. I have been accufed of 
delay, and of procraftination in this 
affair ; but with what joftice 1 will!

Mr. Alexander 
imuiediately marched up with the re- 
mainder of the troops; and the Ca- 
ribbs, upon a promife that the bufi- 
nefs fhould ftop till frefh orders ar- 
rived from Engiand, generoufly, after 
ating to thofe forty men wirh all pof- 
fible humanity, I may fay hofpitality, 
difmmiffed tliem, and did not hurt a 
hair of any man’s head. ‘They fired 
rio hot, they ufed no violence, but re-. 
Tied on the faith of a promife made 
them, and réturned peaceably. to their 
habitations. “Mr. Alexander did not 
réturh quite fo tranquil. He returned, 
he fays, with regret, from fo verdant 
and rvicly a part of the country. He 
wifhes @is Majefty’s royal clemency 
had been lefs. What was the con- 
du& of Adminiftration when they re- 
ceived this intelligence?

Happily, Sir, no fuch au- 
thority can be given by any man in 
this country : it was, indeed, attcmpt- 
ed foon after the acceffion of the pre- 
fent family, in the reign of Becket 
the Firft, and Lord Cadogan folicite 
the command ; . but he was convinced 
of his-error, From the Knowisvee 
have of the military gentlemen at 
Vincent’s, _and the Commander. in 
Chief in America, and knowing them 
to be good men, I am certain that they 
difapprove of this cruel and oppreffive 
mealure.

Lord Folkftone.| Sir, much having 
been faid by the honourable gentleman 
who made the motion, on the iniquity 
of this tranfaétion, there remains but 
little for me to add. I thould have 
thought, Sir, that our generofity, as 
Englithmen, would have taught us to 
confider the liberty and property of 
others as facred; -but if that was ine 
fufficient, I fhould have thought mo- 
tives of humanity might have reftrain- 
ed us from wanton. and premeditated 
acts of cruelty upon a fet.of defence- 
lefs people. ‘The only. queftion upon 
the prefent fubjeét that can direé&t us 
to a juft determination, is, Wha com- 
mitted the firft hoftilities ? It is afferted 
the Caribbs are fubjc&t to our Govern- 
ment: we grant it, though it may be 
difputed. But can it be faid, that, 
even under thofe circumftances, Sir, 
that invafion cf property is no hofti- 
My? Sir, it is very evident that the 
firtt a&t of hoftilizy was committed by 
us; and, in my opinion, the Caribbs 
are juftified in what they have done; 
and I heartily fecond the motion. 

Sir Richard Sutton.—Sir, I juft beg 
leave to fay a few words upon: this 
queftion.” I will not detain the Houfe 
but.a few minutes; and I hope to be 
juftifed in my cp:inion.” The Caribbs, 
Sir, muft be fubjeéts or fovereigns ; 
there is no intermediate order, | con- 
fi'er them as the former fince the year 
1668.

T HE Newtonian philofophy makes 
this earth to be hollow, and. that 

its furface, on,which all its inhabitants 
are_placed, is,only a cruft of fomecon~ 
fiderable thicknefs. And Dr, Halley, 
in order to account for the variation of 
the miagnetic needle, fuppofes, that 
there is another globe or world in- 
cluded in ours, at its center,, which is 
magnetical ; and that there is a. fpace. 
between them. This {pace he ima- 
gines is filled with a fubde luminous 
vapour, which, iffuing through fome 
openings near the poles of otr earth, 
produce all the appearances of the Nor- 
thern lights, Thefe have, for-feveral. - 
ages, been vifible in all the countries 
round the North Pole; but within thele 
laft 60 years have {pread. themfelves. 
further, extending very often, not on- 
ly to England, but alfo to other coun- 
tries ftill further diftant fromour Pole. . 
Whether there are the likelights round. 
the South Pole, I have not heard ; but 
hope we thail learn, when Capt. Cook, 
Mr. Forfter, and the other gentlemen, 
who. are gone to thoi¥e parts of the 
world,, return home. 

Mr, Ellis, in his account. of Huds 
fon’s-bay (p..172) obierves, that thefe 
Northern lights arife therein the N. W. 
where they thine ‘brighteft, infomuch 
that the fhadews ot objects are feen

upon the fnow tending to the S. E. 
and that it is from the N. W. they are 
propagated over the whole face of the 
fky; and he adds, that they are fo 
ftrong there at night, when the moon 
does not fhine, that one ean read dif- 
tin&tly by them. 
* IT hope, the gentlemen, who are now 
going towards the No:th Pole, will be 
very careful to obferve in what point of 
the compais thefe lights generally arife 
there, and whether they originally pro- 
eced chiefly from the W. or from the 
E. alfo; for, if we even fuppofe Dr. 
Halley's theory to be true, there may 
be more openings to the inner globe’ 
than that one, which feems to be'to 
the N, W. of Hudion’s- bay.

No. V. Of Curiofities found in Herculaneum. 


The Explanation of the Plate, No. V. 
of Curiofities, found in the Ruins of 
Herculaneum, &c. ; 

"THESE three half-length figures 

reprefented in the fore ground of . 
the annexed print, are in the original 
painting nearly as big as the life. In 
the back ground is a man ftanding in 
the water up to his cheft, and holding 
in his left hand a bent or crooked 
ftaff. This is fuppo‘ed by Bellicard 
to be the Judgment of Paris. 

The colouring of thefe paintings, 
of which we have already exhibited 
copies, Monf. Cochin fays, has, in ge- 
neral, neither art, beauty, nor variety, 
The great lights, he adds, are weil e- 
nough coloured, but the femi-tints be. 
ing nearly the fame thoughout, are 
of a yellowith grey or olive colour, 
without grace or variety : the red pres 
do:ninates in the fhades, the line of 
which is of a dufky hue. Nor is there 
any ftrength in the thadows of the dra- 
pery, a defect that ufually attends 
painting in frefco and diftemper. That 
eminent artift does not think the weak-

T will, I believe, be impoffible to 
read with attention the following 
narrative, written many years ago in 
the German language, without obferv- 
ing the remarkable analogy between 
the fufferings of the Princefs of Zell, 
confort to George the Firlt, and thofe 
of the Princefs of England, Itis great 
grand-daughter, confort to the prefent 
King of Denmark. How far the de- 
claration of Mofes concerning the ini- 
guity of fathers may be difcernible in 
this affair, I fall not pretend to point 
out; the bare recital of faéts is all I 
have to offer, and every reader is left 
te his own comment. 

The Duke of Zell (brother to Er- 
nef{t Auguftus, Elector of Hanover, 
the father of George the Firit) mar- 
@ied a lady of mean birth, but remark- 
able for beauty and excellent endow- 
ments *. 

This marriage, fo humiliating to 
the haughty houfe of Hanover, otca- 
fioned an almoft irreparable breach be- 
tween the Duke and his brothcr, who 
was ftil] more incenfed, when, by the 
favour of the Emperor Leopold, the 
lady was invefted with the ducal dig- 
nity, and acknowledged in quality of 
a Princefs of the Empire ; without 
which her children could not have fuc- 
ceeded to the fovereignty of Zell, and 
the dukedom of couife muft have de- 
volved (if no fecond marriage had in- 
tervened) to the Ele&or. 

If the Duchefs of Zell was before 
attached to her illuftrious confort by 
love, gratitude now cemented the u- 
nion; and it feemed the mutual en- 
deavour of the ducal pair to make each 
other hoppy. Their fubjeéts, charmed. 
with an example of conjugal felicity 
feldom to be met with in courts, were 
inceflant in their prayers for an here- 
ditary prince, who might inherit the 
virtues of his parents, and prove an 
equal bleffing to their pofterity ; but 
their defires did not fuit with the un- 

fearchable decrees of Providence, and 
the only fruit of this happy marriage 
was one daughter, who hecame ce!e- 
brated for her gifts and graces, but 
more for her misfortunes. 

To this young lady, when in the 
full bloom of her youth and beauty, 





* She was of a gentecl French family 
of the reformed religion, that had taken 
refuge in Germany from the perfecutions 
carrying on againft the Proteftants in. 
France. . 

Cant, Mac. May, 1773, 
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adorned with an education fuitable to 
her high birth, feveral of the neigh- 
bouring princes became fuitors; but 
of all the competitors for her father’s 
confent the young Prince of Wolfen- 
buttel had the faireit profpe& of being 
the happy man. His propo‘als were 
thot only received favourably by the 

Duke and Duchefs, but his perfon was 

highly pleaiing to the Privccis; and 

fcarce any-thing remained to be ads 
jufted but the time and manner of ce« 
lebrating the nuptials. 

The Ele&tor of Hanover, alarmed 
at an union-fo unfavourable to his 
views, was determined, if poffible, to 
interrupt its courfe. The progrefs, 
however, which the Prince of Wol- 
fenbutiel had alieady made, the cool- 
nefs that had long fubtitcd between 
the two families, and the averfion 
which the Eleétrefs Sophia had tefti- 
fied to a nearer conneétion with the 
Duchefs of Zell, were difficulties that 
appeared infurmountable. The Elec 
trefs had, moreover, raifed her thoughts 
to an alliance with the royal houfe of 
England, from which fhe herfelf had 
the honour to be defcended ; and with 
this view the Prince her fon aétually 
made a vilit to Great Britain, where 
it was faid he paid his addreffes to Lady 
Anne, afterwards wedded to the Prince 
of Denmark, which, however, were 
rejected. 

The difappointment which the young 
Elc€tor met with in this attempt, it is 
probable, contributed not a little to 
abate the pride of the Eleétrefs, and 
to render her more tractable to the 
Ele&or’s proje& of marrying the heir 
of Hanover to the heirets of Zell, and 
thereby uniting the two dominions un- 
der one fovereign. 

Before the journey to England had 
taken place, tne motion for an all-ance 
with Zell had been treated by the Elec- 
trefs with an air of ridicule; but all 
on a fudden her humour chanyed, and, 
inftead of oppofing, the deterniined to 
have the fole merit of bringing it 
about. In faét, no one was betier quae 
lified for fuch an underiaking; the was 
alike proud, and full of condefcerfion ; 
equally eloquent, and miftrefs of the 
arts of courts; and theugh the had 
even treated the Duchefs of Zel! with 
ahaughtineis bordering upon contemp*, 
fhe had, neverthclefs, the addrels to 
qualify her diflike in fuch a manner, 
that the Duke, tnftead of r-fenting it, 
feemed rather to look upon the diftin. 
evifhing re‘pest fhewn te himfcif ae a

mark of her great condefcenfion. To 
‘ fry the truth, notwithttanding the va- 
riance between the brothers, fhe had 
always behaved to the Duke with that 
apparent aff.Gion that was due to the 
sejation to her in which he ftood. 

With this afcendancy over his High- 
ticis, fhe wilely refolved to be her own 
Ambafladrefs, and to the weight of 
her inftances to add a!l the advantages 
to be gained by furprife; fhe, there- 
fore, without diopping the moft dif- 
tant hint of her mientions, ordered 
her equipage to be in readinefs, and vat 
the ciofe of a fine fummer’s evening 
fet out for Zell, where, by means of 
rilays, fhe ariived fo early next morn- 
fng that the Duke and Duchcfs were 
yet in bed. 

Nothing could equal the aftonih- 
ment of both, on hearing the door 
open without their command, and fee- 
ing the Ele&trefs enter, who was the 
perfon in the world the leatt expected, 

‘and to the Duchels, perhaps, the leat 
welcome. 

The Ele&trefs, knowing that among 
Princes {uch freedoms were almoft 
without precedent, made hafte to un- 
ravel the myftery of her journey, but, 
with a referve that marked her pride, 
chofe to expre’s herfelf in the German 
Janguage, which the knew the Duchefs 
did not underftand. 

~ Whateverarguments, whether of af- 

fe&tion or policy, fhe might urge to 
gain her fuit, certain it is, that her 
perfuafions prevailed, and. in two thort 
hours fe undid what the Prince of 
Wolfenbuttel had been for years be- 
fore labouring to aceomplith; and 
before fhe quitted the room, fhe ob- 
tained a politive promife from the 
Duke, that the heicefs of Zell thould 
be afanced to none but the Prince 
her fon. 

The Duchefs, it may be imagned, 
was fufficiently mortifred not to be 
trufted with the fecret of this extraor- 
dinary vifit till after the bufinefs that 
eccafioned it was concluded; for tho’ 
the Duke had never been known to de- 
ny her any thing before, yet theEleétrefs 
having opened the converfation on the 
exprefS condition, that the Duchels 
fhould not be made acquainted with 
the fubjeét of it till after the iffue was 
ditermined, the repeated importunities 
of the Duchefs produced onty fo many 
denials ; and it was not till after the 
Eledireis was in bed to take fome re- 
spofe that the was at laft complimented 










by the Duke as mother to the young 
Prince of Hanover, 

She was thunder ftruck at this ap» 
peilation, and knew not what to re- 
ply. She retired to her own apart- 
ment, and gave vent to that excefs of 
grief that muft otherwife have over- 
whelmed her ; for though fhe had not 
prefumed openly to refent the flights. 
put upon her by the Houfe of Hano- 
nover, they had, notwithftanding, left 
a bitter fting behind. She felt, | ke- 
wife, for the young Duke of Wol- 
fenbuttel, but more for her daughter 
who, loved him ; and the terror with 
which fhe was. feized, on the firft ine 
timation of this conneétion, fremed 
to prefage the misfertunes that after- 
waids attended it. 

When a torent of tears had reliev- 
ed the heavy load of forrow that ope 
prefled her, the returned to the Duke, 
and, falling on her knees in a fecond 
tranfport of grief, the implored him, 
for the love he bore to his only child, 
to change his mind; fhe befceched 
him to confider the consequences of 
his breach of faith with the deferving 
Prince who had alscady thought him- 
felf happy in his conient ; and fhe en 
larged on the vilible contempt in which 
fhe herfelf had ever been held by the 
Eleétrefs, who would ftill think her- 
felf dishonoured by an alliance which 
intereft alone had prompted her to 
folicit. 

But neither the confcioufnefs of his 
own indifcretion in fo haftily yiclding 
to the perfuafion of the Eleétrefs, nor 
the concern which muft naturally a- 
rife for the fate of his only daughter ; 
neither the tears of his bcloved confort, 
nor the threatening vengeance of an 
offended Prince, could prevail upen the 
Duke to alter his refolution. Hefeem- 
ed wholly abforbed in the thonghts of 
aggrandizing the Houfeof Lunenburg, 
and fhe who had tiil that fatal inter- 
view been able to direct his courie i 
every thing, from that moment loft 
her influence entirely, and never more: 
recovered it. 

The illuftrious defcent from a royal 
line of Kings which the Eleétrefs had 
to boaft, added to a certain dignity of 
manner that rendered her refpectable, 
fo flattered the vanity of the Duke, 
that love, which, in his youthful days, 
had triumphed icrefittibly over every 
other paffion, as it were, in an inftant, 
gave way, and left ambition mafter of 
the field. : 

The Eleétrefs, expesienced in the fud- 
§ .eR 
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den revolutions of the human heart, left 
nothing untried to accelérate the match. 
She knew that the Duche/s had reafon 
to oppofe a marriage in which fhe had 
mever been confulted; and fhe knew 
likewife, that men.in years have not 
always refolution enough to withitand 
the importunities of thofe whom they 
have long been accuftomed to indulge : 
the, therefore, difpatched a courier to 
Hanover, the moment fhe obtained the 
Duke's confent, to acquaint the Elec- 
tor with the fuccefs of her journey, 
and to require the immediate prefence 
of her fon. In the mean while the 
kept the Duke employed in adjufting 
the marriage articles, that he might 
have no time to think of future con- 
fequences, nor to reflect on the injultice 
done to the Prince of Wolfenbuttle 
by the violation of his promife. 

The joy with which the news was 
received, on the arrival of the courier 
at Hanover, was more apparent in the 
countenance of the Eleétor than in 
that of the Prince his fon; who, if 
report may be credited, had contraét- 
ed an intimacy with Henrietta of Muf- 
fhenbruck ; a lady more remarkable for 
wit and vivacity than for the virtuous 
refinements which conftitue the glory 
of her fex. 

It was, however, neceflary that he 
fhould fubmit to the will of his Sove- 
reign in an affair of fuch concernment 
to the advancement of the State. It is 
unfortunate for Princes, that policy is 
made the meafure of their contracts, 
and that love has feldom any fhare in 
dire&ing their choice. 

With the indifference natural to a 
youth a'ready prepoffeffed with other 
attachments, the young Prince of Han- 
cver appeared at the Court of Zell 
rather as a fuitor to the Duchy, than as 
a lover to the Princefs in whofe right 
he was one day to enjoy it; but all 
that was wanting in gallantry on his 
fide, being amply made up by the ad- 
drefs of the Eleétrefs his mother, a 
fhort day was appointed for the nup- 
tial ceremony, which was performed 
with as much pomp and folemnity as 
the fhort time would allow. 

Both the bride and the bridegroom, 
who were the principal figures, were 
fo diftinguithed by their brilliancy of 
drefs, wittal upon fuch occafions, that, 
if, by their outward fplendor, the 
fpe&tators had been to fics an efti- 
mate of their inward felicity, they 
might have been pronounced the hap- 
pielt couple in the univerie. 


But neither gold, nor jewels, nor 
ftate, nor fovereignty, beftow happi- 
nels; and a troubled {pirit, furroanded 
with pomp, will hang a cloud upon 
the brow, It was thus with the Pyin- 
cefs: the looked upon herfelf as a 
ftate victim; and though the was all 
refignation, betrayed fuch a melan- 
choly as would have become Iphigenia 
when on the point of being facri- 
ficed, / 

As for the bridegroom, he was by 
na'ure fullen, referved, haughty, and 
felfith: he confidered the Princefs as 
the title-deed to the Duchy of Zeil, 
and confequently behaved like one 
paffing through the forms of a Court, 
which, though tedious and trouble-. 
fome, were abfolutely neceffary to en- 
fure the conveyance. An affectatiqn 
of gallantry, however, he was obliged 
to put on; but then it was vilibly an 
affectation; and though he gave his 
hand to his bride, his heart remained’ 
ftill in the bofom of his mittrefs, 

‘ Appearances of this untoward, na« 
ture were by no means pleafing to the 
Duke; but the Duchefs was fo deeply 
affeted, that it was with difficulty the 
could conceal, amidit all the apparent 
gaiety, the anxiety of her mind, which 
frequently efcaped in fighs the found it 
impoffible to ftifle. The Eleérefs, of 
all the parties concerned, was indeed 
the only one who, at this triumphant 
Crifis, enjoyed the full tranfport of 
court politicians, who afk only for fuc- 
cefs to their meafures, and laugh at all 
other confiderations, 

The favourite point being now ef- 
fe&tually obtained, acither the Ele&trefe 
nor her fon had any farther bufinefs at 
Zell. In a few days after the folem, 
nity was over, they, therefore, fer out 
for Hanover, together with the bride, 
whofe grief at quitting her parents 
was no ways diminifhed either by the 
pompous reception fhe met with from 
the Eleétor her father in-law, nor b 
the phlegmatic carefles of the Prince 
her hufband. 

Ambition and gallantry, as ig 
moft other Courts, were then the’pre. 
vailing purfuits in that of Hanover ; 
and, according to the ufual intercourje 
between the {exes, ladies became pow- 
erful, and Lords were made happy, by 
mutual obligations conferred. ‘upon 
each other. 

While fuch was the commerce, it is

From the moment that Erneft Au- . 


ftus was affianced to the Princefs 
Palatine, grand-daughter to James the 
Firft, the Court of Hanover became 
celebrated throughout Europe. To 
this Court, fo brilliant before, the late 
marriage made no {mall addition of 
fplerdor. The young nobility then at 
Zell, 2s well natives as ftrangers, 
thought it a point of duty, as well as 
galiontry, to wait upon the bride to 
the Court of the Prince her hufband ; 
and attheir head appeared young Count 
_ Koningfmark, a noble Swede, in the 
flower of his age, full of vivacity, and 
equally formed for love and war. 
Tho’ born in Sweden, he had been 
trainéd up at the Court ef Zell; and, 
while boti: the Princefs and he were 
children, he was particularly happy in 
being diftinguifhed by her. Approba- 
tion on the one hand did not fail to 
produce zeal and affiduity on the other; 
and tho’, in the infant fiate of their 
minds, neither could be aware of the 
caufe, yet the Princefs was never fo 
pleafed as when ycung Koning/mark 
was with her, nor Koning{mark fo gay 
as when waiting upon the Princefs.

HE following letter, being a curi- 

ofity, may perhaps entertain your 
readers, It was occafioned by a pre- 
fumptive fucceffor*s enquiring, in a 
feigned name, the ftate of health of a 
very old incumbent on a valuable col- 
lege living in Dorfetthire. The letter of 
enquiry being fent to the clerk of the 
parith, was delivered by him to the 
rector, who anfwered it immediately 
in the following manner: 


“SIR,  Stalbridge, Nov.-1, 1736. 


M* clerk being a very mean {cribe,, 

at his requeit, I nowanfwer the 
queries of your letter direéted to him, 
My diftemper was an acute continual 
fever, holding, from the.beginning to 
the end, about a month, with an in- 
termitting delirium for ten days ; con- 
tracted (as I fuppofe) by taking cold, 
after a walk of four miles, in the 
midft of a very hot day in July lat. I 
have been perfectly 1ecovered by the 
bleffing of God upon my fon’s (a 
doStor of phyfic) prefcription; and I 
have officiated both in the church, and 
at funerals in the’church-ya:d, about 
three hundred yards diftance from my 
houfe. The difcourfe of my relapfe 
was grounded upon a flight diforder 
of aloofenets for two or three days, but 
not fo violent as to require any con- 
finement within doors, As to my 
prefent ttate of health, with refpe& to 
thy appetite, digcftion, fleep, &c. itis 
equally good, or rather better, in fome 
things, tnan before; particularly in 
the fleadiness of my hand, I never ule 
fpectacles, and, I thank God, I can 
read the {mallet print by candle-light ; 
always fiee from gout, ftone, or any 
habitual illnefs: And though I en-

former was not too moderate, and alfo 
that all thofecalculations have not fuch 
evidence as to be abfolutely incontefti- 
ble (4). 

" But let us allow, that his valuations 
ate juft, though that might be denied : 
let usallow, that he is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the true value of the 
talents here mentioned by the Vulgate, 
which is not very certain ; that the Vul- 
gate has given the exact meaning of the 
text, which might perhaps be queftion- 
ed: fuppofing’ all this, what will be 
the confequence? That it is not credie 
ble,that David could have left his fon 
fuch afum. But how are we obliged 
to belicve it ? 

Thefe twenty thoufand millions ap- 
pear to M. de V. an exorbitant, an 
enormous fum. He has reafon to think 
fo; we think fo too. It would have 
been fifficient to have built a temple 
of folid filver (c); at leat it would have 
built many hundreds like that of Solo- 
mon, efpecially fuch as this writer 
reprefents it. 

’ But does he not fee, that the more 
pilpabe the mittake, and the more 
grofs the abfurdity, the lefs credible it 
ison the part of an author, who muft 
be allowed, if not infpivation, at leat 
fome undertanding ? Is it probable 
that a rational writer fhould make 
David fay, a Prince whom he knew 
as well as M. de V. that his predeceffor 
bad mot even iron, that he bad laid 
up, in bis poverty, twenty thoufand 
millions in reaty money ; that is, ac- 
cording to M. de V. himflf, more 
ready money than there is in the whole 
world ? 

When fush evident miftakes, as to 
numbers, are difcovered in profane 
writers, we do not pretend to lay them 
to their charge, if we know that, in 
other refpects, they are intelligent and 
faithful. There is not a critic, who 
does not think that they ought then 
rather to be a‘cribed to the negligence 
or inattention of tranfcribers, than to 
the ftupid weaknefs of the writer (d).

Why does not our critic a&t with the 
fame equity, and follow the fame rules 
with relpedt to the facred author? And 
this is the more neceflary, as probably 
the tranfcribers fometimes marked the 
numbers by letters which we have 
inftead of cyphers, and the Hebrew 
letters, according to M. deV. himéelf, 
might eahly be confounded (¢). 

What therefore does his objeétion 
prove? At the moft that there is fome 
fault in the tranfcriber in this text of 
the Chronicles : but who denies that 
there may be, and, in faé, are 
fome in the Holy Scriptures ? Every 
one allows it (f{); and it were need- 
lefs to take the trouble to prove what 
no one doubts, ' 

In fhort, it was the cuftom of the 
kings of Afia in the time of David, as 
it fiillis at this day, to amafs treafures 
for cafes of exigence, or for the execu 
tion of projeéts which they had formed. 
They were unacquainted with the new 
principle (g) of the modern govern- 





Spain, at the time of their expulfion, 
carried out of it thirty thoufaud millions of 
ducats 3 which is all written in words at 
length, and is not corrected in. the 
Errata.

ments of Europe, that it is better for 
princes to have nothing in their coffers, 
and to let all the ready money circulate 
in their dominions.

our critic limits his dominions to the 
fma!| country of Paleftine, he chufes 
to forget that this vi€torious Prince 
had fubdued feveral netghbouring na- 
tions, and extended his’ domiions 
from the Euphrates to Ezion- 
geber, and from Ezion-geber to 
Egypt. This was a little more than 
the little country of Paleftine.

I hall begin with the quadrupeds, 
of which there are about 60 dilting& 
fpecies, preferved each in a feparate 

lafs cafe ; of thefe I noticed the fol- 
owing, viz. the Squirrel Monkey, the 
Coati Mondi, the Egyptian Ichnu- 
mon, the Civct-Cat from Gambia, the 
Oppofum, a non-defcript Antelope, 
the Ar&tic Fox; the Mexican Mutk- 
Hog, the Perfian Cat, and the Leopard 
Cat. , 

Imperfe&t conceptions, or what are 
improperly calied Lufus Natura, viz. 
a double headed Calf, a Pig with eight 
legs, two tails, one back-bone, and 
one head; a Leveret with feven legs, 
eight feet, and one head; a Kitten 
with two bodies and one head; a Kit- 
ten, a perfect Polypheme, having one 
eye only, and that in the middle of the 
head ; a Pupp with two mout.s and 
one head. 

Out of upwards of 160 f{pecies of 
birds, natives of or killed in England, 
are the following, viz. the Ring-tail 
Eagle, the Peregrine Faicon, the fhort- 
ear'd Owl, the greater Butcher-bird, 
the Hawfinch, the Crofs bill, the 
greater and Jeffer Bramybelings, the 
Black-game, the Ptarmigan from’ the 
Highlands of Scotland, the fpeckled 
Plover of Mr. E.iwards, the greater 
Buftard, the little Buftard of Edwards, 
the greater-and leer Goolanders, the 
creed Griebe, the Barle Hawk, a 

' Jarge 
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large Snipe, weighs eight ounces; a 
Non-defcript, a Godwit not defcribed, 
the Knot, the Whimball, a kind of 
Puffer not defcribed, the Poal-fnipe, 
the Hoopie,~ the fwallow-tail Shell- 
Drake. 

Amongft the birds are the following 
fingular conceptions, and out of the 
way colours ; a Chick with two heads 
to one body ; one with two bodies and 
only one head ; a Duck with one head 
and two bodies ; a Duck with a foot 

rowing out of its head ; a white Star- 
ing ; a pyed Blackbird; a yellow 
Robin; a white Sparrow; a pyed 
hiedge-fparrow; and a dun Wagtail. 

Of the exotics ; out of upwards of 
300 well-preferved {pecimens I feleéted 
the following, viz. the Southern Pen- 
guin, the Flamingo, a large brown 
Owl from North America, the fcarlet 
Maccau, the green and fcarlet Lawry, 
abird of Paradife, a curious fpecimen; 
the white Heron of Catefby, the little 
Bittron, the Booby, the little Indian 
Pye of Edwards, the red- throated 
Grofs-beak, the greater Blackbird, the 
sed-winged Starling, the Cardinal- 
bird, the Bannana-bird, the fummer 
Red-bird, with many more equally 
curious. 

Upwards of 100 fpecimens of Eng- 
lith fithes, viz. the Dragonot, the 
Wolf Fith, the Lump Fifh, the Skuttle 
Fith, the Ink Fith, the Gilt Charr, the 
Scarlet Gurnard, the Sturgeon, the 
Lamprey, the Eelpout. 

From thefe I will proceed to the 
exotics, of which I numbered upwards 
of 100 fpecies, and noted the follow-

Up- 
wards of 200 kinds of bids eggs, with 
a@ great number of curious neits.

form, and feems entirely pellucid (‘tis 
really a fine fpecimen). Upwards of 
200 {pecimens of foreign marble, and 
a perfe% affortment of the Derbyhhire 
marbles. Here are alfo depofited many 
wonderful pieces of art, the followin 
of which [ put down; upwards o 
1600 kinds of medals, befides a vaft 
number of cafts, many thoufards in 
fulphur, plaifter, and wax ; and up- 
wards of 200 capital drawings, highly 
finifhed after natural fubjeéts in this 
Mufeum, and done by gentlemen emi- 
nent in the art. ' :

Some Account of the General Plan of 
Navigable Canals. 


S EVERAL of our readers having 
fuggefted, that plans of the public 
canals, lately compleated, for the pur- 
pofes of inland navigation, of others 
now forming, and of fome that are 
ftill in contemplation, would de of ule 
not only to thofe who dwell in the 
neighbonrhood of thofe canalsy but to 
the public in general, application was 
made for that purpofe to Mr. Charles 
Whitworth, draughtfman to the cele- 
brated Mr. Brindley, who approved the 
defign, and furnifhed us with fuch fur- 
veys as he himfelf had aétually made, 
and alfo with others that were laid be- 
fore the Parlizment. 

But local furveys, however pleafing 
to thofe upon the fpot, we:e not found 
intelligible enough to intereft the pub-. 
lic in their publication, without a ge- 
neral plan, by which their immediate 
connection and communication with 
each other might be feen at one view : 
we, therefore, were advifed to pro- 
cure fuch a plan, in order to: make 
thefe detached furveys generally ufe- 
ful, which~ before were but partially 
underftood, 

It is’ this plan that we now offer -to 
the public. It is unincumbered with 
names, that the different courfes of the 
canals may the more eafily be traced. 

The extent of thefe canals could 
hardly have been thought praéticable 
at firft fetting-out. Whoever had fug- 
gefted the eftablifhment of an inland 
navigation from Keaodal, in Welt- 
moreland, to London, before the tafle 
for inland navigations became the mode, 
would have been looked upon as a vi- 
fionary, and his undertaking would 
have been treated rather as the prdjeé& 
of a madman, than the pi aéticable de- 
fign of an.able engineer: and yet, by 
the plan exhibited, it appears that the 
fame has been, or will be foon, effected, 
without fuch an idea having ever entered 
into the minds of thofe by whom it 
either is, or will be compleated. 

The courte of this -navigation “is 
well worth obferving. 

From: the extremity of the annexed 
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plan at a, the navigation here fpoken 
of is carried on to 4, by means of 
the Lancafter canal; and from 2 to ¢, 
by that of Liverpool and Leeds; 
from ¢ to 4, the river Merfey conti- 
nvues it, and there the Duke of Bridge- 
water's navigation breaks away fromthe 
direét courfe, which, however, is conti- 
ued to #, by the canal that joins the 
Trentand Merfey. Atuthe Stafford ca= 
nal breaks off, which joins the Trent to 
the Severn; but the navigation to Lon= 
don is ftill carried forward by the Co» 
ventry canal, which continues the line 
to x, where the Oxford canal coms 
mences, which continues it to the river 
Thames, and by that river it is browght 
forward to London; a courfe of inland 
navigation (reckoning the windings) 
of near 500 miles in extent. x - 

But the grand proje& that immedi» 
ately prefented itfelf, afier that begua 
by the Duke of Bridgewater, was open- 
ing a coinmunication between the Ger- 
man and Irifh feas; by which a hazard- 
ous navigation, of more than $00 milts 
by fea, might be reduced to little more 
than 150 miles within land. As this 
navigation carried the appearance of 
general convénience tor the countries 
through which it paffed, it alfo pro- 
miled large gain to the adventurers § 
and though it is not yet compleéated, 
yet the fuctefs with which it proceeds 
has encouraged othér adventurers. to 
embark in fimilar urdertakings, by 
which it appears, that there is not 
only a communication open by wafer, 
between Liverpool and Hull, by the 
way of Leeds, but ‘alfo between the 
Briftol Channel and the Humber,-by 
the junétion now made between the 
Trent and the Severn. 

-If thefe vaft undertakings are’ con- 
fidered as accomplifhed by private ad- 
venturers, perhaps there are none flith 
to be found of equal extent in thé 
univerfe; and yet we have no reafon 
to believe that the progrefs of canal» 
ling is yet at a ftand in England. 
There are many tra&s of country {till 
to be traverfed, that. may be advan 
tageoufly conneéted, and which, pros 
bably, will be fo'conneéted in the courfe 
of a very few years. 

The diftance, for inftance, from Pe- 
terborough to Rugby, by which the 
Nene and the Avon may be joined, 
aud, by that jun&tion, the Nene and the 
Severn in a dire& line, and the Nene'and_ 
the Thames collaterally, isan under- 
taking inconfiderable, in point of ex- 
pence; it? compariion to other navi- -

gations that have lately been com- 
leated. 

The long-projected junétion of the 
Ifis with the Severn is another under- 
taking, which, though of more diffi- 
culty than the preceding, is by no means 
smpratticable. 

We forbear to mention other canals, 
which tend only to fhorten navigations 
already eftablifhed ; fuch as that from 
Reading to London, reprefented by the 
letters A and B, in the general plan ; 
and alfo the canals from particular 
towns to other navigations, fuch as 
that from Droitwich to the Severn; 
thefe having reference only to the par- 
‘ticular places to which they are car- 
ried: but the junétion of rivers that 
fall into oppofite feas are works of 
magnitude, in which whole communi- 
ties are interefted, and, therefore, are 
worthy the public attention.

He was an 
happy coinpound of the Gentleman 
and the Chriftian; the virtues and a- 
miable qualities of each charaéter be- 
ing admirably blended in him. Grace- 
ful in his perfon and deportment, eafy 
and affable in his manner, he com- 
manded both refpe& and love. He 
poffeffed natural abilities far fuperior 
to the generality of mankind, and ime 
proved them to the utmoft of his power, 
Well read both in books and men, his 
fiudies did not terminate in barren fpe- 
culation; but the great truths of reli- 
gion were deeply implanted in his 
heart, and beamed forth illuftrioufly 
in a benevolent and truly Chriftian 
conduct.

Blamelefs in his man- 
ners, kind, charitable, and ready on 
all occafions to devote his time and 
talents to promote the beft of all caufes, 
the good of mankind, he lived be- 
loved, and his lofs is deeply deplored 
by all who had the happinefs of know- 
ing his worth, 

As a Preacher, he was far fuperior 
to moft that fill that ftation: found in 
the impertant do&trines of the Chrif- 
tian Faith, he endeavoured to promote 
them univerfally, with the greateft e- 
nergy of language, and the moft per- 
fuahve eloquence. In this capacity he 
was, indeed, truly great ; and his great- 
nefs received additional luftre from his 
humility. Although followed by num- 
bers, and court'd by perfons of fape- 
rior rank and ftation, and admired by 
thofe of all periuafions, the applaufe, 
which his eminence juftly acquired, did 
not exalt, but evidently tended to make 
him humbie. He was a perfon of an 
enlarged mind, zealous without bi- 
go-ry, and a fteady promoter of uni- 
verfal charity. In his fermons, it was 
evident to all his intelligent hearerg, 
that he deeply felt the force of thofe 
folemn truths he delivered; and his 
manner of difplaying them was fo 
juftly emphatical, that none but the 
infenfible or obdurate could with- 
ftand their force, or remain unaffected 
by them. He travelled mech, from the 
moft difinterefted motives, among his 
friends io Grest: Britain, Eseland, and 
the American Colonies, for the pro- 
motion of piety and Chriftian virtue, 
and for the advancement of that faith 
and

and religion in which he moft furely be- 
lieved, aud was fo eminent an example, 
During the latter part of his life he 
was much indifpofed in his health ; 
but (as I have heard from the beft au- 
thority) perfeétly happy and eafy in 
his mind, having an evidence in him. 
felf, that he was approaching that ftate 
of felicity which is prepared for the 
righteous, This evidence fupported 
him through the remains of a painful 
life, and was his unfailing hope in the 
awful hour of death, which (when 
near his end) he declared “ had no 
terrors, nor would the grave have any 
victory :”* and alfo added, that ‘ as 
he had lived, fo he fhould clofe with 
the moft unfhaken affurance, that he 
had not followed cunningly-devifed 
fables, but the pure living and eternal 
fubftance.”"——-Such was his exemplary 
life !—Such his triumphant death!—A 
life fo {pent is truly honourable—and 
fuch a death unfpeakably glorious! 
A Lover of Truth and Fufiice. 
Mr. URBAN, : 
]N Sir John Dalrym 
to his Memoirs o 
and Ireland, part I. p. 71. are two 
letters, which enable us to clear up 
not only. fome afperfions of Bithop 
Burnet on the Earl of Dartmouth 
and the Duke of York, but alfoa mif- 
take or two of Dr. Campbell in Bio- 
gtaphia Britannica, vol. ii. p. 13355 
note C. The Bifhop tells us, that 
« the Duke, when he was thipwreck.~ 
ed (in the Gloucefter frigate, in May 
1682], got into a boat, and took care 
of his dogs and fome unknown per- 
fons, who were taken, from that ear- 
nett care of his, to be his priefts. The 
Jong-boat went off with very few in 
her, though the might have carried off 
above eighty more than fhe did. One 
hundred and fifty perfons perifhed : 
fome of them men of great quality. 
But the Duke took no notice of this 
cruel negleét, which was laid chiefly 
to Legge’s charge.” On this Dr. C. 
makes the following remark : **What 
blame fell upon Legge, or who this 
Legge was, is not ealy to determine; 
for as to Colonel Legge, then Mafter 
of the Ordnance, and aPrivyCounfcllor, 
afterwards Lord Dartmouth, and Ad- 
miral of the Fleet, he was vifiting the 
foitrefles of the kingdom at this time 
by his Majefty’s command.”’ For this 
he quotes Colline’s Peerage, vol. iii, 
p- 197. Colonel Legge, it is true, 
bad a commiffion in 1682, for viewing 
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all the forts and garrifons in England ; 
but that he was theLegge whom theBi. 
thop mentions, and unjuftly blames,ap. 
pears from the following letter of his 
fon, (communicated by the prefent E, 
of Dartmouth) which you would do 
well to infert at large, as it clears u 
an interefting faét,and exculpates bo 
the Duke and him, of this imputed 
charge of infenfibility, too natural ro 
the Duke on moft other trying oc- 
cafions :

*¢ THIS is only in anfwer to the laft 
Paragraph of yours of the a1ft. My 
Sather was on board the Gloucefter, but 
fo little deferved to have the drowning 
150 men (which the Bifhop has fo lie 
berally beftowed upon him) laid chief- 
ly to his charge, that it was in great 
meafure owing to him, that any efcap- 
ed after the thip had ftruck. He feve- 
ral times preffed the Duke to get into 
the boat, who refufed to do it, telling 
him, that if he were gone, nobody 
would take care of the thip, which be 
had hopes might be faved, if the were 
not abandoned. But my father find- 
ing fhe was ready to fink, told him if 
he ftayed any longer they thould be 
ebliged to force him out: upon which 
the Duke ordered a ftrong box to be 
lifted into the boat, which, befides be- 
ing extremely weighty, took up a good 
deal of time, as well as room. My 
father afked him with fome warmth, 
if there was any thing in it worth a 
man’s life. The Duke anfwered, that 
there were things of fo great confe- 
uence both to the King and himfelf, 

at he would hazard his own rather 
than it fhould be left. Before he 
went off, he enquired for Lord Rox- 
borough and Lord Obrian, but the 
confufion and hurry was fo great that 
they could not be found, When the 
Duke, and as many as foe would bold 
with fafety, were in the boat, my fa- 
ther ftood with his {word drawn to hine 
der the crowd from overfetting of her, 
which I fuppefe was what the Bithop 
efteemed a fault; but the King thank- 
ed him publickly for the care he had 
taken of the Duke ; and the Dutchefs, 
who was not apt to favour him much 
upon other occafions, faid upon this, 
that the thought herfelf more obliged 
to him than to any man in the world, 
and fhould do fo as long as fie lived. 
I can- 
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I cannot guefs what induced the Bifhop 
to charge my father with the long- 
boat's not being fufficiently manned ; 
for if that were the cafe (which I 
much doubt). it. was not under his di- 
rection, he being on board in no other 
capacity, but as a paflenger and the 

uke’s fervant ; and I believe the re- 

eétion upun the Duke for his care of 
the dogs to be as ill grounded ; for I 
remember a ftory (that was in every 
body*s mouth at that time) of a ftrug- 
gie that happened for a plank between 
Sir Charles Scarborough and_ the 
Duke’s dog Mumper, which convinces 
me that the dogs were left to take care 


of themfe!ves (as he did) if there were - 


any more on board, which I never 
head till the Bifhop’s fory- book was 
pubdlifhed. This is all in relation to 
that affair, thatever came to the know- 
ledge of, SIR, 
Your moft faithful humble fetvant, 
DARTMOUTH.” 


. Dr. Campbell mentions the above 
jncident of two perfons ftanding with 
their fwords drawn, one in the boat, 
the other on board the fhip, to prevent 
that irregular crouding which might 
have endangered the boat as weil as 


the thip; and adds, * If the reader is 
curious to know who thofe perfons 
weie, we fhali endeavour to fatisfy 


him, He on board the thip was Sir 
Join Ber-y [thecaptsin}, who, after 
performing this fervice, efcaped very 
narrowly himfelf, by {wimming toa 
ope that was thrown over the ftern of 
Capt, Wybourn’s thip ; and he in the 
boat wis Colonel Churchill (afterwards 
the gr at Duke of Marlborough), who 
for this fervice is very juftty faid to 
have contributed to tie prefervation 
of the Duke his mafter’s life.” We 
fze, however, by Ler! Dartmouth’s 
Jetter, that the biographer is here mif- 
taken, and that Coloed Legge was the 
perfon who performed this fervice. 
Notwithftanding the apathy by 
which the D. of York’s character is ‘o 
diftinguifhed. or rather difgraced, that, 
as Sir John Dalrymple juttly ob‘eives, 
‘© in all his letters (numercus as they 
are) fearce one ftroke of genius or fen- 
fibjlity is to be found,” Jet us be care- 
ful of lading his memory more than 
it defrves. On fuch good authority let 
us allow, that the boat, inttead of be- 
ing ** abie to carry off above eighty 
more than they did,”’ was as full as 
fhe could fafely he ; that, though Lord 
Roxborough and Lord Obrian Were

left behind, the Duke, ‘ before he 
went off, enquired for them,” and that 
the dogs (Mumper in particular) were 
left to ftruggle for planks, and “ take 
care. of themfelves.” It appears, too, 
by a letter in this Appendix from Sir 
James Dick, Lord Proyoft of Edin- 
burgh, one of the perfons that were 
thipwrecked, that the Duke, Earl Win- 
ton, and the Prefident of the Seffion, 
and two of the bedchamber men who 
drew their fwords to hold people off, 
were all that went in the Duke's litile 
beat, as he calls it. No unknown per- 
fous are mentioned, And in the ‘his 
boat, befides Sir James, and the failors 
who rowed, he tells us, there were 
Earl Perth, Earl Middleton, the 
Laird of Taich, with feveral others, 
and afterwards 20 or 24 feamen more 
jumped inupon them from the fhrouds, 
** which made all the fpectators and 
themfelves to think they were finking, 
being fo thronged,”’ &c. He men- 
tions alfo the great difficulty they had 
to reach the neareft yatch, the wind 
being N, F. and the wayes boifterous, 
and their being obliged to force off the 
grips of many who were fwimming 
and catched hold of the boat. Alt 
circumitances, and the fize of a fii» 
gate’s long-boat confidered, let. any 
feaman judge whether it went of (as 
the Bithop fays) qwith very few, -or 
whether it could have held eighty (or 
any) more. | Yours, CRITO.

} a former Magazine, p. 67, we 

* promifed to give a more particular 
account of the honaurs paid to the 
mgmory of the late worthy governor 
of Jamaica, than we had then room to 
infert. We are now furnifhed with au- 
thentic materials to fulfil our engage- 
ment; and it is with pleafure that we 
can produce an example of fuch rare 
wifdom in a Governor as to be able to 
fubdue, in, thefe licentious times, all 
oppofition to government, 

On the 11th of December, his Ex- 
cellency Sir William Trelawney, late 
Governor of Jamaica, departed this 
life, after a long and tedious illnels, 
which he bore with fortitude, and died 
with that firm hope of a happy immor- 
tality which a virtuous and admira- 
ble uniformity and confiftency of cha- 
racer, and the calm confcience of a life 

we 
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‘well {pent in the fervice of his country, 
at once infpired and juftified. During 


four years refidence in the adminiftra- - 


tion of that government, he fo wifely 
guided and fteadily held the reins of 
power, and maintained fuch an inflexi- 
ble integrity of condué, (altogether 
unbiafied by private attachments or 
felfith confiderations) that PARTY her- 
felf forgot her refentments, and feem- 
ingly left no conteft, but who flould 
-moft promote the eafe: and happinefs of 
an adminiftration which gave eafe and 
happinefs to all. The great and uni- 
verfal regret which the apprehenfion of 
that unhappy event gave to all ranks 
of people, is the fureft proof of his 
Exeellency’s merit, as well as the 
ftrongeft teftimony, that a government 
conduéted on the fame principles can- 
not fail of meeting the nobleft reward, 
THE GENERAL APPLAUSE OF A 
GRATEFUL AND UNITED PEOPLE. 
To the foregoing imperfe& tketch 
of his Excellency’s charaéter, we have 
the fatisfaétion to add, that the honour- 
able the Houfe of Afflembly (which 
- was then fitting) immediately on re- 
ceiving the information of the melan- 
choly event, voted a magnificent fune- 
ral to his Excellency’s remains at the 
‘public expence, in order, as it is ex- 
preffed in the vote, ‘* to teftify the 
grateful refpeé&t which the houle enter- 
tained of his Excellency’s merit; the 
fenfe they had of the great and uni- 
verfal fatisfa&tion which las miid and 
equitable adminiftration gave to all 
rauks of people ; and the real regret 
they felt at his lofs.*" The honourable 
the Council, concurring in this diftin- 
guithed refolution, a joint Committee 
of both branches was appointed’ to 
condué the funeral. Accordingly, on 
Sunday evening, the 13th of December, 
the body, inclofed in a coffin of lead, 
placed in an outward fhell, covered 
with crimfon velvet, and richly fur- 
nifhed,-lay in ftate in the Council- 
chamber, which was hung with black, ; 
and illuminated with large tapers of 
wax; and, to their great honour, the 
-members of the legiflarure, the officers 
of the navy, army and militia, the 
magiftrates and all ranks of people, 
feemed to vie with each other, in fhew- 
ing the moft grateful tefliinony of re- 
fpe& and regard to the Goveinor’s 
memory. About feven o’clock, the 
fame evening, the proceffion began 
from the King’s houfr, in the follow- 
ing order, the artillery firing minute 
guns, viz, " :

part of the funeral ceremony, refleet 
infinite honour on the whole commu- 
nity; and effe&tually wipe off the af- 

rfion which ignorance or malevolence 
Las frequently thrown on the colonies, 
particularly that of Jamaica, reprefent- 
ing them as a people impatient of fub- 
jection, averfe to all government, and 
amongft whom a mild and virtuous ad- 
minifration always meets with diiap- 
pointment and difregard.

To th TITHE-COMMITTEE at 
the Crown and Anchor in the Strand. 


Gentlemen, 
] HAVE read with. uncommon fatif- 

faétion the advertifement you have 
printed, together with the eloquent 
fpeech faid to be made by one of your ' 
members at your meeting on the 17th 
of March; and I greatly honour the 
noble {pirit of freedom and patriotifm 
by which you feem to be aétuated, 
Whatever hard things a few cynical 
men may fay of the prefent times, it is 
certain that none have been more pro- 
lific in meetings, affociations, refolu- 
tions, and fubfcriptions for the good of 
ourdear country. That wife and virtu- 
ous body, the Supporters of the Bill of 
Rights, firft led the way, and were 
followed by the Conflitutional Club, by 
clubs of Fourneymen Taylors, Fourney~ 
men Cabinet. makers, and Fourneymen 
Barbers ; who all met, avd refolved, 
and fubferibed, for the redrefs of 
grievances, and the fupport of their re- 
fpcctive rights and privileges. Projects, 
too, have ftarted up in quick fucceffion, 
one after another, to the immortal 
honour of their inventors, and the in- 
finite advantage of the kingdom in 
general. To Mr, Moore's ingenuity 
itis owing that our carriages are now 
drawn w.thout horfes ; to Mr. Blake 
we are obliged for the prefent reafona- 
ble price of fith ; to the Affociation at 
the Chapter Coffee-houfe we are in- 
debted for the plenty and cheapnefs of 
all other provilions ; and totheilluftri- 
ous fociety of Chairmen and Hackney 
Coachmen, our thanks are due for the 
noble fand they made againft the ini- 
q itous and oppreflive defign of raifing 
the price of porter. The livery 
and common-council.of London have 
alfo taken a large fhare in the great 
work of national reformation. They 
have refolyed, infiruled, petitionell, 
and remonftrated, ’till they begin to 
think it neceffary to look about -— 
ans 
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and to confult their learned Recorder 
whether they fhould venture any farther. 
‘Having theretore pufhed the civil go- 
vernment as far as they well can with 
fafety to their own perfons, they now 
leave it to you, gentiemen, totry your 
hands at the church ; which has been 
fo clofe a confederate with government, 
and fo determined an enemy to all 
modern patriotifm, that it well de- 
ferves to be treated with a proper de- 
gree of feverity ; and will, I doubt not, 
by your means, be reduced as low as 
the prefent wicked adminiftration has 
been by your worthy fellow. labour- 
ers at the London Tavern. With in- 
finite pleafure I obferve the very fouls 
of thofe gentlemen (who are now, alas! 
no more) as it were, transfufed into 
your fociety. The fame equity, fair- 
nefs, decency, modefty, and regard 
to truth, which fo eminently dif- 
tinguifhed thofe your illuftrious pre- 
deceffors, are already plainly difcerna- 
ble in your refolutions and proceed- 
ings. 

Nothing can be more juft than the 
opinion of your meeting, that the 
Tithe-laws are produétive of many and 
great inconveniences. But I hope,gen- 
tlemen, you do not confider this opinion 
as peculiar to yourfelves ; the Quakers 
are all of the very fame opinion toa 
man: and-there are few farmers in 
the kingdom, I believe, who would 
not be glad to be excufed from paying 
any tithes at all, if the legiflature 
‘would be fo kind as to releafe them 
from that burthen. But, unfortunate- 
ly, the laws are in this inftance ex- 
tremely ftubborn and obftinate; and 
the land of this country is born (as 
Mr. Burke expreffed it) with tithe 
about its neck. Many laudable efforts 
have been made (efpecially in the 
courfe of the laft feffion) to fhake off 
this galling yoke, bat hitherto'in vain. 
Your attempt will, I truft, be crowned 
with better fuccefs, The Quakers 
tock a wrong method, They en- 
deavoured to deceive the Houfe of 
Commons by a bill with a falfe title 
and preamble ; but you, with a noble 
difdain of fuch mean artifices, go a 
more effcétual way to work: you 
threaten the members of parliament 
with your difpleafure at the next ge- 
neral eleétion, if they do not comply, 
and invite all the counties of England 
to follow your example. This is in 
the true fpirit of modern Petitioners; 
and thefe prudent and well-timed 
‘menaces will, lam perfuaded, produce 
the moft falutary effects. »- 
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There is fomething, even at firft tight, 
fo extremely reafonable and benevo- 
lent in your propofal, that I fhould 
think neither the clergy themfeives, 
nor the lay-impropiiatoss, can have 
the leaft objeétion to it, efpecially as 
you affure them, that it will be no lefs 
beneficial to them than to you. How 
kind and difinterefted is it in you to 
take fo much pains, and put yourlelves 
to fo much expence, for the gocd of 
others! and how exceedingly are the 
clergy obliged to you for endeavouring 
to cafe them of all thofe difficulties 
and law-fuits in which the recovery of 
their tithes frequently involves them ; 
for when they have no tithes at all, itis 
evident they can have no farther trou- © 
ble about them. But, in order tocom- 
plete the kindnefs, you ought methinks 
to go on a little farther, and to relieve 
the clergy at once of all their cares, by 
taking from them every kind of legal 
maintenance: for as religion ' is con 
feffeily a voluntary thing, all contri« 
butions towards the {upport of it, 
ought to be woluntary too ; and.no 
min fhould be compelled by law either 
to believe, or to pay for believing, any 
thing contrary to his inclinations. 
This do&rine Edo not defpair of feeing 
inculcated at fome future mecting at 
the Crown and Anchor. In the mean 
while, Jet me earneftly recommend to 
your moft ferious confideration, two 
other grievances which cry aloud for. 
redrefs; I mean the odious and op- 
prefive taxes impofed upon us by 
government, and the odious and enor~ 
mous rents exacted of us by our land- 
lords. The very fame reafons which 
you urge for the abolition of © 
tithes, apply with equal force to 
the. abolition of rents and taxes. 
They are both of them (as you 
fay of tithes) opprefive and arbitrary 
impofitions on the poor farmer ; they 
difcourage agriculture ; they enbance. 
the price of provifions; they render the 
exadors of them odious; and,if fuffered 
to encreafe as they have done of late 
years, muft produce a permanent fear~ 
city throughout the kingdom : whereas, 
if they were abolifhed, the farmer 
would be eafed, the landlord and the 
excifeman would have no trouble, 
manufactures would flourifh,  cora 
would be cheap, and we fhould be the 
richef and happieft people in the world: 
Let me then entreat you, gentlemen, 
not to ftop till you have eafed us of all 
our grievances and burthens both ec- 
clefiaftieal and ¢ivil. A great Patriot

ing_a very partial, and in fome re- 
fpeéts falfe, account of the occafion of 
that undertaking, which account has 
fince been printed almoft verbatim in 
the laft Monthly Review. In order; 
therefore, to undeceive the world, and 
do myfelf juftice, 1 intreat you to give 


a place im your next Magazine to the’ 


enfuing remarks on fome particulars in 
that Preface; which, to render the more 
unexceptionable, | fhall, in imitation 
of the Rev. Door, ign with my name 
and titles at length, that be and the 
Rev. Mr. Mafkelyne, who will be fre- 
quently named upon the occafion, may 
know toe whom they are obliged for 
the following ftrictures : —At the fame 
time declaring, that, though I. will be 
always ready to fhew due refpect to 
any thing like an anfwer, which 
fhall appear with the fanction of either 
of. their. names,. yet I fhall by no 
means think mmyielf obliged to take.no- 
tice of amy thing which may be:ad- 
vanced under any other fignatiwe. ° 

I fhall begin with' what is faid of a 
eelebrated: altronomer now no more, 
the late M. De da:Gaille. ** Monfieur 
** De la Caille attempted to introduce 
“¢ the Junar method of difcovering the 
** longitude, and propofed a plan of 
“€ calculations of the moon's diftance 
*€ from-the fun and fixed ftars; but, 
‘* through the imperfastion of his in- 
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* ftruments, his fucce’s was much lef 
** than that method was capable of afs 
‘* fording.”” Can the Doétor perfuade 
himfelf, that the Ephemerides des Mou 
vemens Célefes, pour dix années, depuis 
1755 jufqu’en 1765, is,already out.o 
print ?—Does not every one that has 
fecn this work know, that what is art- 
fully called, in the above paragraph, 
“* a plan of calculations,” is really 
and truly @ plan of a Nautical Ephe- 
meris? of which he was, indeed, thé 
firft propofer,—But it would not have 
anfwered the purpofe of what was to 
be infinuated in the following words, 
to have acquainted the reader with this 
truth; he, therefore, proceeds :.———. 
*« The bringing it into general ufe 
“© was referved for Mr. Maftelyne, our 
*¢ Aftronomer Royal. When he en- 
‘« gaged, at the inftance of the Royal 
*¢ Society, to obferve the Tranfit of 
*¢ Venus, 1761, at St. Helena, both in 
** going and returning he prattifed 
‘< this method ; and found he could al- 
‘© ways difcover the Longitude within 
** a degree. On his-return trom hig 
*¢ voyage he publ:thed his Journal, 
*¢ under the title of the Britifo, Mari- 
© ner’s Guide; in which he fuggefed 
* the plan ot a Nautical Ephemeris, 
‘© and gave a fhorter and eafier me- 

thod of correéting the effects of ree 

fragtion and parallax than any ber 
‘© fore him.” 

I fhall not here enter into the en- 
quiry whether Dr. Shepherd, or Mr. 
Majkelyne himfelf,wrote thisparagraph, 
which would have done him fo much 
honour, if the facts had been exactly as 
ftated : but, unluckily for aur author, 
the Lunar method is yet very far from 
being generally ufed, and among the 
few who ufe it, itill fewer, if amyy 
make ulé of Mr. Matkelyne’s rules, 
Trueit is, that he praétifed it with good 
fuccefs during. his voyage ; but it is 
weil known that others had ufed it at 
fea long before; for Mr. Benjamin 
Robins, , Captain John Campbell, and 
Mr. John Bradley, (to name no more) 
made a great number of obfervations 
fox this purpote in the. years 1749, 
1750, 1757- and 1758 *, which isio 
greatly prior to Mr. Mafkelyne’s 
Epoch, that it may be queftioned whe- 
ther. he knew: how to obferve at that 
time. It is likewife true, that he fug- 
gefted the plan of a Nautical Epbe-

-fequence of it, ordered a Nautical 

‘* Ephemeris to be calculated, which 
“ was firft publifhed in 1767. Soon 
after the firft publication, the rules 
that were given for correfling the 
effe&ts of refraétion and parallax in 
the Appendix being judged difficult 
for failors, it was propofed to reduce 
them to tables. ‘The moft expedi- 
tious and -fafe method of calculating 
them was thought to be by Mr. 

«* Lyons’s rule, publifhed in the Re- 
** guifite Tables annexed to the Nau- 
s¢ tical Ephenieris.” In this moft ex- 
traordinary paragraph there is fcarce a 
word of truth, or a fact but what is 
mifreprefented. Mr. Matkelyne pub- 
lifhed-his Mariner’s Guide in 1762 ; 
but though he prefented it to the Board 
of Longitude as foon as it was pub- 
lifhed, it was not thought worthy of 
their notice till after he became a Com- 
mifioner of that Board, by being ap- 
pointed Afronomer Royal, in the be- 
ginning of »765 3 previous to which 
the Board had adopted my plan, which 
was prefented Sept. 18, 1764*. Itis 
fo far from being true, that the tables 
were propofed ‘ foon after the firit 
publication,” that it was indeed jatt 
the reverfe; the Board’s order to me 
for that purpofe (a copy of which I fill 
preferve for the infpection of the curi- 
ous) being dated July 18, 1765; 
whereas the fi:ft Almanac was not 
publithed till the beginning of January 
1767, accompanied with the Requifite 
Tables. But wil] the reader forbear 
fmiling, when he is informed, that the 
rules givenin the Appendix, and judged 
too dificult for failors, ave indeed no- 
thing more or lefs than *¢ Mr. Lyons’s 
moft expeditious and fafe method pub- 
lifbed in the Requifite Tables,”—But 
the Rey. Editor was tempted to make 
ufe of a circumlocutian to avoid a dif- 
ficulty, that the reader might be led to 
fuppofe that the Appendix to the Al- 
manac, and the Requifite Tables, were 
two different performances, whereas, 
in truth, they are one and the fame,

PX the moft northern part of Scotland, 

called Lord Reay’s country, not 
far from Tompue, and near the head of 
the river which runs into the North fea 
at Loch Eribdl, ts the remains of a ftoné 
tower, which I apprehend te be a Dru- 
idie work, and to be the greateft piece 
of antiquity in this ifland. It is fur- 
prifing that it is f Jittle known even 
to the natives of that country ; I don’t 
remember to haveéver feen it mentioned 
in any book whatever, nor do T recol- 
Je&t whether Pennant has received any 
information concerning it. This tower 
i8 ealled, by the neighbouring inhabi- 
tants, the Dune of Dorvadilia. ft is 
of a civcular fotm, and now nearly ie- 
fembling the fruftuin of a cone: whe- 
ther, when perfeét, it terminated in_a

int, I cannot pretend to guefs ; but 
pt to have been formerly higher, 
by the rukbith which lies round it. It 
is built of ftone without cement, and 
I take it to be between 20 and 30 feet 
high ftill. The entrance is by a very 
Jow and narrow door, to pate through 
which one is obliged to ftoop much; 
but, perhaps, the ground ‘may have 
been raifed fince the firft ere&tion. 
~ When one is got in and placed in 
the centre, itis open over head. All 
round the fides of the walls are ranged 
ftone fhelves, one above another, fike 
the fhelves in a circular beaufait, reach- 
ing from near the bottom te the top: 
the ftones which compofe thefe thelves 
are fupported chiefly by the ftones 
which ea the walls, and which pro- 
je& all round juf in that place where 
the fhelves are, and in no others : each 
of the thelves is feparated into feveral 
slivifions, as in a boak cafe. -There 
is fome remains of an awkward ftair- 
cafe. What ufe the fhelves could be 
app'ied to I cannot conceive. It could 
not be of any inilitary ufe from its 
fituation at the hottom of a floping hill, 
_ which wholly commands it. ‘The mot 
learned among the inhabitants, fuch as 
the gentry and the clergy, who all {peak 
the Irith language, could give no in- 
formation or tradition concerning. its 
ufe, or the origia and meaning of its 
name, But fome years fince [ hap- 
pened, at an auction of books in Lon- 
gon, te Jook into a French book,-con- 
taining Gaulih antiquities ; and there 
I faw a print of the remains ef a Dru- 
idic temple in France, which greatly 
refembles the tower I am fpeaking ef, 
having like fhelves in it: and, reading 
a late pamphlet on the Autiquity of the 
Irifh Language, I think I can partly 
trace the origin of the name Dornadilla. 
At page 24 the guthor fays, that Dorz 
means a round flone, fo that abdorn 
would mean the round fone of the 
priefts; za is of; and Di is God; at 
page 45 he fays, in the laft line, ula 
means a place of devotion : fo that Dor- 
na-Disulla will fignify the round-fone 
place of the worfhip of God; or, per- 
haps, it might allude to fome round 
fione preferved within as a facred em- 
blem of divinity. As I am not ac- 
quainted with the Irith language, if 
any of your correfpondents can give 
any better account, either of the nature 
of fuch Druidic temples, or of this 
name in_ particular, it will, perhaps, 
de acceptable to others as well as to

‘Tt HE prefent month of June af- 

fords a curious phenomenon in 
the heavenly-bodies, viz..a ¢onjuncs 
tion of two fuperior planets, Satura 
and Mars, which has not happened 
thefe many. years, and it will be a 
number of years before they will be 
in the fame pofition again. ‘Thofe pla- 
nets will be in one Agu onthe 14th day 
of June. Mars wil then be néarer 
the horizon than Satzrnz ; but the mo- 
tion of Mars being much quicker than 
Saturn, he will therefore every even- 
ing be feen to advance nearer to this 
latter planet till Sunday the 27th, when 
Mars will be in conjunétion till .the 
30th, and will then pais from the wef- 
tern, and get on the fouthern fide of 
Saturn. By a good iefleéting telefcope 
a part of Satura’s luminous ring may 
now be icen. Whoever is detirous of 
obferving thefe planets, may fee them 
rather low in the weit about an hour 
after fun fet: but the fun’s vicinity 
will occafion them to be vifible but-a 
fhort time, nor will their continuance 
above our horizon be long, as they 
will {peedily draw near to obfcuration 
by the beams of the fun. Thofe who 
may find it difficult to diftinguih them 
from the fixed flars, may obferve the 
moon a little after nine o'clock on the 
asth, at which time that Juminary 
wul be accompanied by the above pla- 
nets, and fo very near to them, that 
had the moon North, inftead of South 
latitude, it would have betn an ece 
cultation.

PP HESE Letters, the Editor tells us 

in his Introdu&ion, were copied 
from the originals by Tho. Sellwood, 
who sived in her Ladythip’s family, and 
dedicated them to. the late Duke. of 
Bedford. 

They ave chiefly of Lady Ruffell's 

own writing to her particular friends or 
relations, after the execution of her 
hofband Lord Ruffell, in the reign of 
K. Charles the Second. ‘There are a 
few interfperfed, addreffed to her Lady- 
fhip by way of confulation, from Til- 
fofion, Burret, Fitzwilliam, and other 
eminent perfons of that time. More 
than one half of the letters wriiten by 
Lady Roffell are to Dr. Fitz villiam, 
‘who was her father’s chaplain, and af- 
terwards chaplain to the Duke of York; 
the reft are to fundry perfons, fome of 
them of the highe% rank. 
' ‘The tenor of thefe letters may be 
known from the ftate of her Ladythip’s 
mind, asexpreffed in her firft Leiter to 
her friend, Dr. Fitzwi:liam, foon after 
the execution of her Lord ; in which 
the tells him, '¢ [ will noc injure my- 
iif to fay, I offer my mind any infe- 
tior coufolation to fepply this lofs. No; 
I mott willingly forfake this world, this 
vexatious, troublcfome world, in which 
I have no other bufinefs but to rid my 
foul from fin; fecure, by faith anda 
good confcience, my etersial interetts ; 
wish patience and courage, bear my e- 
minent misfortunes ; and ever here «frer 
be above the (miles and frown: of it.” 

In this temper her Ladythip feems to 
have continued to her dying hour; the 
educ tion of her children, (two daugh- 
ters and a fon) who were left young, 
was her fiiftcare. In this employment 
Dr. Burnet gave her great encourage- 
ment to proceed; ‘I am very glad, 
fays he, in one of his Ictters, that you 
intend to employ fo much of your time 
in the education of your children, that 
they fhall need no other governeis; for 
as it is the greateft’ part of your duty, 
fo it will be a-noble entertainment to 
you, and the beft diverion and cure of 
your wounded and watted fpirits.”"— 
Her Ladythip jived to fee all her chil- 
dicn happily mariicd ; Lady Rachaei, 
the eldeft, to William Lord Cavendift, 
zfteswards Duke of Devonflure; and 
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Lady Catherine, to John Manners, 
Lord Roos, afterwards Duke of Rut- 
land, who died in child-bed, in her 
mother’s life-time*. 

Wrochefley, the fon, married the 
only daughter and heirefs of John 
Howland, Efq; by Elizabeth, fifterb 
the haif-blood to Richard Eart of Caf- 
tlemaine, and was thereupon created 
Baron Kowland,of Streatham, in 16955 
and fucceeding bis grandfather in 1700 
became Duke of Bedford, and died of 
the fmall-pox, May 26, 1711. He 
left three fons and two daughters, of 
whom William died im his infancy. 
Wrothcfley died without iffue, and his 
only furviving brother John fucceeded 
to tle Dukedom, O&. 23, 1732. 

Lady Ruffell tived to the 87th year 
of her age, exercifed in continual aéts 
of benevolence and piety. She died 
Sept. 23, 1723. She was firft married 
to Francis Lord Vaughan, eldeft fon 
of Richard Earl of Carberry ; and itis 
fomewhat remarkable, that, in’ the 
courfe of tlrefe letters, there does but 
once occur the name of Vaughan, and 
that is in a letter to Queen Mary, in 
which with all humility the requetts, 
that Mr. Richard Vaughan may fucceed 
Colonel Herbert as Auditor of Wales, 
** Heis, fays fhe, a Welfhman, and fo 
well etteemed in his country, that he 
ferves as Knight of the Shire for Car- 
marthen. I believe him every way fit 
for the office, or I fhould not do fe 
much for him, fince I think it a great 
matter to difquiet your Majeftie in this 
kind, amd could with more joy pay a 
confiderable duty to your Majettie, than 
receive a profit tor myfelf or friend.” 

Her delicacy in recommending or 
preferring perfons properly qualified 
to offices or places of truft, will appear 
fill farther by a letter addreffed to Sir 
Robert Wortley, in whieh her Lady- 
fhip is particularly inquifitive with re- 
fpect to the merits of ove whom fhe in- 
tended to prefer to two vacant livings 
in her own gift. This letter will ferve 
both as a fpecimen of her Ladythip’s 
ftyle, and of her way of thinking on a 
very interefting fubje& : 


* Lady Ruffell, after feeing her in her 
coffin, went to her other daughter, Lady 
Cavendith, from whom it wasneceflary to 
conceal her prief, the being then in child- 
bed likewife. She therefore affumed a 
chearful air, and with altonifhing refolu- 
tion, agreeable to truth, anfwered her 
anxious daughter’s enquiries with thefe 
words, ©I have feen your fifterout of bed

“ If my letters were of fervice to 
gg I fhould not referve them only 
or fuch times as I ferve ends of my 
own by it, as I now defign to do, be- 
ing the er:and of this paper is to ob- 
tain your opinion, if you pleafe to 
give it, upon a few queftions I will put 
to you. . By the death of Mr, Main, 
Sir, you know there wants a prefenta- 
tion to King’s-Worthy, and a Vicar 
at Micheldever. I find both places 
well difpofed to receive Mr. Swaine. 
I hope -he is worthy of the gift, and 
believe you think him fo. If you 
thould know any thing why he is not, 
though as a friend you might with he 
were the incumbent, yet 1 am perfuad- 
ed, that, in a juft regard to the weight

And now, Sir, I come to my 
fecond queftion to you, when I have 
told you the provifion I would make 
for the Curate. I have met-with a pa- 
per, figned by Mr, Main, to my fae 
ther ; in which he engages to allow the 
Curate of King’s-Worthy fifty pounds 
a yearyand that at Straton, who ferved 
Popham alfa, thirty pounds a year; 
Northington is not mentioned in it. 
Now, Sir, I would have, in thort, the 
fame ftipends as this paper fignifies 
were formerly agreed on, to be honeft- 
ly made good by the next incumbent. 
And during my pleafure, there will

fo readily yielding implicit credit to a 
fa& refting fingly upon the evidence of 
an interefted Papift, an enemy both to 
the religion and liberties of England, 
and confeffedly a man dcftitute of re- 
_putatioy and principle; in oppofition 
to the teftimony not only of every co- 
Semporary writer, but of every hiflo- 
sian of credit that has written fince the 
Revolution. 

‘* It is a piece of juftice to Sir John, 
fays this writer, to fay that he has ac- 
knowledged, that when he wrote his 
memoirs ‘he too eafily gave credit to a 
paper concerning Lord Shaftfbury in 
the Paper-office, written by one Maffal, 
whom, oz a complaint of that Noble- 
man's defcendants, he really found to 
be a man of fo bad a charatter, as not 
avorthy of the leaft credit, and accord- 
ingly retra&ted what he had taken from 
at.

“« Again, if Lord Ruffell had engaged 
in a criminal intercourle with France, 
as Danby, his enemy, received timely 
intimations of the defign of Rouvigny’s 
journey, from Montague, the Britith 
Ambaflador at Paris, wou'd that Lord 
have efcaped with impunity at the time ; 
or would not ule have been made of it 
againft him at his trial, «hen evidence 
evas wanting to authorize a legal cons

of eftablifhed fame, to fearch for cir- 
cumftances then and now to vindicate

A thoufand, proofs of Algernoon 
Sydney's innocence might be adduced 
from hiftories of the times in which 
he lived ; but extraés are unneceflary 
to an Englifh reader, and references 
would be tedious: His life and wri- 
tings abound with initances that prove 
his high notions of liberty, and his 
deteftation of mercenary dependance.

he inftantly took a piftol, and fhot him 
dead, faying, that bis borfe was torn 
a free creature, had ferved a free man, 
and foould not be maflered by a King of 
Slaves. Would a Penfioner to France 
have dared to act thus ? 

In fact, Sydney, upon principle, 

eee. Bes "was 
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was an enemy to tyranny and corrup- 
tion, and he died in that fentiment. At 
Fe Revolution, when both Whigs and 
eries were. alive with whom he had 
aéted, and who knew his faults, if he 
had any, juftice was done to his me- 
mory, by cancelling all the infamous 
proceedings againit him. From that 
period he has been confidered a facrifice 
to virtue and liberty. But a moft im- 
potent attempt has now been made to 
deftroy this reverence; to, circulate -a 
calumny on all public characters; a 
fufpicion that all men are impoftors ; 
that none are deferving of the people’s 
confidence; that thofe who were ho- 
noured with the moft, were © arrant 
knaves, felf.intereft having been their 
only guide and principle. The abo- 
minable tendency of thefe doétrines 
fhews a depravity and malignity which 
exceed almoft the poflibility of belief. 
They are difgraceful to human nature, 
by fuppofing there never was an honeft 
man; -and fubverfive of our Conftitu- 
tion, as tending to fet up a diftruft in 
the principal men of this kingdom, 
and an opinion, that the King alone 
is the perfon in whom all confidence is 
to be placed. 
- To the obfervations of this writer 
are added the letters that have been 
publithed on the fubjeét in the news- 
papers; in fome of which the invective 
is pot confined to the perfon of Sir 
John Dalrymple, but very injudicioufly 
extended to his whole nation.

Devoutly feiz’d, and kifs’d the harlot’s 

The Poet now ereéts a vifionary 
Temple, ornamented with fculpture, 
and enriched with paintings, fuch as 
Rome has copied fince : 

“¢ Thro’ Sifera’s Temples, here the

Drove the cold fteel, and mix’d his foul 
There Fudith, carving Holofernes’ head, 
Sent the drunk hero dreaming to the 
dead.”

** And now. their eyes were fix’d for 
wond’rous fhows, 
When high in air the Fe/uit-fiend arofe. 
‘EheSihas gaz'd * * 8 Ao * 
Whilft — with dext’rous art, in geftures 
wild, 
Balanc’d his body; till at laft he threw 
Head, legs, and arms, to their admiring 
view, 
Into one gen’ral whirl : from cap.to heel, 
Air-pois’d, ‘he fpun, as {pins a Catherine- 
wheel.” 


Having diverted the Sifters a while 
with his frolics, he changes the fcene, 
and wafts his empty velt from heaven 
to-earth,

Such fwarms came forth from the myfte-

The laft lines are here rehearfed in 
Chorus, and the Legions produced 
from the rags are brought to pafs in 
proceffion before the Sifters :

Mr.. Martiott, the author of this 

poem, in his addrefs-to his audience 


after rehearfal the fecond evening, 
April 21, fays, ** That his aim was 
to draw the genuine features of that in- 
defatigable and moft mafterly agent of 
the Vatican, who, having been dif- 
poftefled: of his fan&tuaries in which he 
had long rioted in fome neighbouring 
countries, has taken refuge in the miid= 
nefs of our government, and works 
his way infenfibly to influence and 
power,” In a fecond addrefs, after a 
third night’s rehearfal, April 30, he 
-tells his audience; * That the Fefuit 
in this poem is not merely the order of 
St. Ignatius, which goes by that name. 
It extends itfelf-to every charaéter 
which is compofed of ecclefiaftical ty- 
fanny and fraud.” It fhould feem, 
from thefe declarations, that the ge- 
nuine features of all religions are at 
this prefent time, in Mr. Marriott's 
eftimation, the fame; as he adds, that 
his attempt means to RESTORE the 
ideas of reafon and liberty to that noble 
and manly religion, which has long: 
been the greateft ornament and bleffing 
to our country. But, perhaps, Mr. 
Marriott did not mean to infinuate, 
that the ideas of reafon and liberty had 
wholly abandoned our prefent noble 
and manly religion, as by law eftablith- 
ed; but fome other religion, perhaps 
the Catholic, before the Reformation. 
Be that as it may, the poem abounds 
with poetical defcription, is full of in- 
vention, and difcovers a zealousregard 
for the purity of the Chriftian faith.

“They are addreffed from 
an aunt:to her niece, (a young lady io 
the 1 5th year of he: aye) for whofe hap- 
pine!s theexpreffes the moft tender con< 
cern, and for whofe ufe the letters feem 
originally to have been written. The 
Janguage is the language of the hearts 
and the inftruétions are conveved in fo 
kind and engaging a manner, that the 
cannot fail of being extenfively wfifs 5 
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* To the firft letter, after pathetically 
exhorting her young pupil to. infarm 
her underftanding of what the ought to 
believe and to do; and after enforcing 
the duties of love and obedience, and. 
making her fenfible, that the only fure 
foundation of human virtue is religion, 
and, that the firt principle of religion 
is the belicf of the only God, and a 
juft fenfe of his attributes—and afver 
recommending to her not to forget to 
dedicate herfeif to his fervice every 
day—and to implore his protection 
every night, not merely in formal words, 
nnacconmipanied by any act of the mind, 
but in fpirit and in truth ;—fhe then 
proceeds to open to her more enlighten- 
ed underftanding the great,truths of 
revelation, and the fources from whence 
they are derived ; to encourage her, as 
fhe advances in years, to examine for 
herfelf the evidences of the Chriftian 
religion; and to recommend to her 
fal the facred volum:s that are to 
the rule of her future life, and that 
contain, befides all truths neceffary to 
be believed, plain and eafy direCtuns 
for the practice of every duty. 

Having in this firft letter, in the 
moft pathetic manner, prepared her 
young pupil for reading the Holy 
Scriptures, in the fecond and third let- 
ters the proceeds to point out the courfe 
in which they ought to be read, Thefe 
two contain a fummary of the contents 
of the facred volumes, with fuch ob- 
fervations as are necefflary to explain 
and conneé the feveral parts of them, 
In the fecond letter the memorable 
paflages in the Old Teflament are fo 
concifely recited, that it were impoffi- 
ble to convey thé fubftance without 
tran{cribing the whole, The third is 
prefaced by ftrongly recommending the 
importance of the New. 

‘ We thall, fiom this letter, fcleét a 
few paffages by way of fpecimen. 

“© Our Saviour, fays this elegant 
writer, appears to have had three gieat 
purpofes-in defcending from his glory,

HEN the Dauphine was married 

toa daughter of Auftria, a ftrict 
alliance was entered into betweén the Em- 
prefs and the Court of VerfaiJles. The 
principal conditions were, that, fhould Au- 
ttria, during the war between the Ruffians 
and Turks, and the difturbances in Poland, 
think it expedient to fend an army into that 
country to reftore to its liberties the Re- 
public, France fhould affift her with 24,000 
men, or a fpecified fubfidy, at the option of 
the Court of Verfailles. Choifeul was 
then minifter ; but when the Emperor, de- 
figning to affift the Poles, made a requifi- 
tion of an immediate compliance with the 
rerms of the treaty at Verfailles, D’Aiguil- 
Yon, who held the reins of Government, 
fhufited with him, and promifed to pay the 
money at fome dittant period, but abfolote- 
ly refufed the.24,000 men. Count Cau- 
nitz, (the Auftrian Minifter), offended at 
this breach of faith, perfuaded the Empe- 
yor, though againft ‘the inclination of the 

Emprefs, to enter into the triple alliance, 

which has already brought about the divi- 

fion of Poland. 

France, alarmed at this feague, thewed 
much defire to enter into an alliance with 
Great Britain. Our Miniftry, who have 
Jong declared their refolution, not to inter- 
fere ina continental war, and moreover 
averfe to an unpopular union with the 
Houfe of Bourbon, gave for anfwer, that 
they thould ‘obferve a ftri€& neutrality in 
the war which fubfifts between the Ruffians 
and the Turks, and in that which is likely to 
be kindled between the former and the King 
of Sweden, who is not only the determined 
ally, but even the creature of France. 

The Houfe of Bourbon, in their rage, ta- 
affift the Turks and Swedes, engered into a 
negociation with the King of Sardinia, who, 
in confideration of a large fubfidy from 
Spain, has, ic is faid, confented to join 

is forces to a Spanifh army, and to attack 
the Italian dominions 9f the Houfe of Au- 
ftria. It ts alfo apprehended, from fome 
late memorials prefented here by the Pruf- 
fian Envoy, that his mafter is fecretly in the 
intereft of France, which he will declare 
fhould the Emperor make any motions on 
the fide of Alface and Lorraine, 

‘The French Court,in the mean time ,have 
Iffued orders for the equipment of a fleet 
at Toulon, and for fitting ovt another at 
Breft : the firft intended to exterminate the 
Ruffian fquadron in the Archipelago; the 
Jatter to aid the Swedes in the Baltic, and 
to facilitate defcents upon the Ruffian ter- 
ritories, In the kind of*harmony which 
has for fome time fubfitted between us and 
the French, the latter inforined us the other 
day concerning their two armaments. 

By this deelaration ‘anotlier whee! was 


a 
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touched, which ‘moves the prefent prepae 
rations. In the treaty of commerce cons 
cluded between us and Ruffia a few years 
ago, there was a fecret article, by which 
we guarantied the fafety of their fleet: 
againft the French and Spaniards, ; 

The fleet lately equipped is certainly in- 
tended for nothing but to be a.fquadion of 
obfervation, to prevent the Spaniards and 
French from overpowering the Ruffiap : 
fleet ; ‘yet it is apprehended, that the 
Houfe of Bourbon is tog far engaged with 
its allies to permit the gathering ftorm.te 
blow over without breaking. 

It is unfortunate for Poland, that the 
inhabitants ate divided. into faétions, that 
are greater enemies to each other than'theic 
foreign invaders are to both, and are not, 
like our Englith parties, to be united even | 
to repel the commondanger. The dieti 
or county meetings, that have been lately 
held, previous to the general diet, have 
been fo diforderly and riotous, that in that 
of Wilkomitz the nobles debated with 
their drawn fabres, and a general maflacte 
was with difficulty prevented, ‘The

APRIL 22. 

Between five and fix in the morning, a 
violent fhock of an earthquake was fele at 
Tangiers, on the coaft of Africa, by which 
98 houfes were deftroyed, and the reft {fo 
fhaken, that moit of them muft be rebuilt, 
Few lives were loft, but many people were 
much bruifed by falling under the ruins.—= - 
It'is remarkable, that on the 15th and r8th 
of the fame month, feveral fhocks were 
felt on the S, W. coaft of this kingdom ; 
and that on the 3d feveral thocks were felt 
at Litbon. There isno period in hiftory 
in which earthquakes have been fo frequent 
as in the 20 years laft pat, 

April 14. - , 

The favage cuftem of ‘forcibly carrying 
off young women of fortune from ‘their pa- 
rents and guardians feems ftiil ro prevaif 
in Ireland. Michael Motley, of Leighe 
lin Bridge, affifted by a number of arme@ 
tuffians, with this view attacked the houfe 
of Robert Lalor, near Ki'kenny, in the 
night of the 14th inftant, and, having broke 
the windows, fired fome thot co intimidate 
the family ; but, not finding a fpeedy en. 
trance, they then broke ‘open the door, 
which was ftoutly defendett by Lalor and 
his brother, and feveral of the affailanrd 
were wounded before admittance ‘was‘ob- 
tained ; but at length, numbers prevailing, 
Eleanor Lalor, the daughter, was feized 
and carried by Motley to Caftlecomar ; 

bur being purfued by a party of light’horfe, . 
Motley was apprehended, and carried-ta: 
Catlow gaol, andthe girl ‘was again té- 
fared to her parents, 


April 45, 
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April 15. 


Two of Mrs. Perkins’s' fervants, (of 
Chrift Church, Hants) the footman and gar- 
dener, carried into the back kitehen two 
arrels of gunpowder, containing in weight 
more than forty pounds; and one of them 
throwing fome grains of it into the fre, 
€each unhappy thoughtiefs wretch at chat, 
inftant holding a barrel in his arms) the 
whole went off with a horrible explofion, 
burning chem in a frightful degree, and 
sending in pieces windows, doors, party- 
walisy and the cieling, &c.—Providentially 
tone but the two men were hurt. The 
footman expired, after fuffering the utmoft 
pain and agony, the next evening ; the gar- 
dene is ftill alive, but burnt in a dreadful 
manner. 

This day, between one and two o'clock, 
the inhabitants of Jerfey were greatly a- 
farmed by two'violent fhocks of an earth- 
quake, but no great damage was done,— 
‘The market-place and all the ftreets were 
immediately crouded with peopie, and the 
whole place was in the utmoft confternation. 

April 23. 

A man was difcovered in 2 cave at Ha- 
therfhelf, in Yorkthire, by a young man 
whowas feeking for foxes among the rocks 
wih 2 tarrier dog. The dog, when he 
came to the mouth of the cave, began bark- 
ing, andthe young man, thinking he had 
found fome game, ran up to him, when the 
man inftantly came out, and clapt a piftol 
ge his breaft, and fwore him to fecrecy, 
or he would ‘inftantly blow his brains out. 
‘The youth faid any thing to preferve his 
life ; but as foon as he found himfelf fafe, 
he alarmed the neighbourhood, by which 
means the villain was foon fecured. He 
appears to be one Fatterfal, who about 13 
years ago left Sowerby to avoid profecution 
for facrilege, having broke open the church 
at Heptonftal, and ftole the communion 
plate. He went and ferved in the artil- 
Tery in the Eaft Indies, and fince his return 
has commited feveral robberies. 

_ April 26. 

Some gentlemen, among whom was Mr. 
Buckland, fon to the late Englith Conful 
at Nice, having been out on a thooting parry 
in that neighbourhood, were overtaken by 
a ftorm of thunder, which forced them to 
take fhelter in the lanthorn at the mouth of 
the haybour of Vil'a Franca, under which 
waa a magazine of powder, which taking 
fire by the lightning, the whole fabric blew 
up, and all. che gentlemen perithed. 

Mr. Lucas, @ comiderable farmer and 

zier near Beaconsfield, having fold his 
catcdle in Smithfield market, divided the 
"produce into three parcels, putting three 
guineas in one pocket for the collectors on 
the road,ifhe thould happen to be attacked, 
23 guineas in another pocket, and Bank 
notes to the amount of 1101, in a third.—~ 
On his return home in a poft chaife, he 
was ftopped between Uxbridge and hisown 
houfe by thiee footpads, to one of whom 
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he gave the three guineas ; but the others 
fufpeéting he had more, one got into the 
chaife, and found the 21 guineas ; on which 
the third fwore he would try Ais luck too, 
and accordingly got in, and found a poc- 
ket-book with the notes. They then made 
off with their booty, 
April 27. 

A fire broke out in one of the caferns 
without the city of Zutphen, in Holland, 
in which nine foldiers, a ferjeant, and a 
child were burnt to death ; nine or ten more 
were very dangeroufly burnt; and, of the 
whole company, 40 in, number, only four 
or five men were left to do duty. 

April 29. 

Was held the anniverfary meeting of the 
Governors of the Magdalen Hofpital, at 
which were prefent the Earl of Hertford, 
Prefident, the Lords Willoughby de Brook 
and Orwell, and many other perfons of rank 
and diftinétion, when the colleétion at the 
chapel and hall amounted to 13391. 9s. 9d. 

April 30. 

The firft ftone of a houfe intended to be 
built for the ufe of the Marine Society in 
Bifhopfgate-ftreet, was laid by their Pre- 
fident Lord Robert Romney. His Lord- 
fhip was attended by the Governors, and 
preceded by 20 of the Society’s boys with 
their banners, who, after the ceremony was 
over, fet out for Portfmouth under the con- 
voy of proper officers. 

In confequence of an advertifement in 
the papers, figned by the Sheriffs of Mid- 
diefex, a very refpeGtable meeting of the 
freeholders of the county was held at the 
aflembly room at Mile End, when, after 
fome debate, Mr. Wilkes was chofen chair- 
man. The debates ran high ; the princi- 
pal gentlemen who actended were. divided. 
The friends of Mr. Oliver oppofed the 
friends of Mr. Wiikes, and much alter- 
cation enfued. Mr, Horne diftinguithed 
himfelf by his firmnefs, notwithftanding the 
repeated hiffes of the majority of the com- 
pany.

and do hereby declare our firm refolution 
to fupport ovr prefent worthy members, 
John Witkes, Efq; and Mr. Serj. Gtynn, 
to reprefent again this county in Parliament 
at the nexe general eleétion. : 

“© Refolved, Fhat the thanks of this 
meeting be given so Sir George Saville, Br. 
for his unwearied endeavours to reftore the 
Fight of election, and to promote every part 
of the public fervice.

nues in India, from which they have, as 
yet, received no advantage ; that the refo- 
tution of the Commons, limiting the Com- 
pany toa term, not exceeding fix years, for 
the poffeffion of their territories in India , 
appears:to be altogether arbitrary, as ic 
may be conftrued into a —— deci:- 
fion again& the Company refpeéing their 
territorial poffeffions, to which they hum- 
bly infift they have an undoubted right ; 
that the Company, with all humility, beg 
leave to reprefent, that they cannot ac- 
quiefce in che refolution, whereby three- 
fourth parts of the furplus nett profits of 
the Company at home, atove the fum of 
eight per cent. upon their capital fock, 
thould be paid into the Exchequer for'the 
vfe of the Public; nor-to the propofed 
application of the other fourth part; be- 
esuse fuch difpofal of their propery,

Not appear warranted, even by the largeft

to law, that, rather than fubmit to fuch 
conditions, they defire that any claims-a- 
gainft the poffeflions of the faid Company, 
that can be fuppofed to. give rife to fych 
seftriGions, may receive 2 legal decifion ; 
from which, whatever may be the event, 
they will, at leaft, have the fatisfadtion of. 
Kbnowing what they may call their own. 
Tuefday 4. 

Lord North prefented to the Houfe a 
petition, figned by moft of the eminent 
Bankers in this metropolis, praying, —

Mr, Peefcort obferved, that Merchants: 
had as great an opportunky as Bankers. of 
carrying credit.to.an unwarrantable extents 
he thought it but reafonable, therefore, that’ 
their eftates fhould in like manner be made 
liable 40. thé payment of theirdebts. And 
the Houfe feemed perfeétly to coincide: 
with Mr, Prefeot’s opinion. 

Mr. F. Townthend prefented the cabi~ 
met-makers petition, fetting forth, that 
great quantities of houthold furviture had 
lately and were daily imported into this 
kingdom, under the fanétion of certain 
foreign: Ambafladors ; in. comfequence of 
which illegal importation, .the petitioners 
were deprived of employment, : and -re- 
duced,. with their wives.and families, to 
the moft complicated diftrefs. 

It-was obferved on thisioccafion, that il- 
fegal importations were not confined to ¢a- 
Dinet ware ; but that upon enquiry it would 
be found, that the diftreffes of our weavers 
originated from a fimilar caufe; and that 
the houfes of fome foreign Ambaffadors, 
inftead of being refpeGabdle for the high 
chatafters of the occupiers, were convett> 
ed into dhops forthe fale of foreign ma- 
nufa@ures. 

Mr, T. Townthend. faid, he had in 
charge from the petitioners to vindicate the 

.eharadters of the Ambaffadors from France, 
Spain, and the States General, from cvery 
fulpicion-of that kind. pe 

Lord North declared, that he-had not the 
leaft objeétion to a full enquiry into the mes 
tits of the petition; but at the fame yime 
hoped, when ir came before the’ Horfe, 
that the charaéters of foreign Ambafadors 


might be treated. with becoming refpe&. 
And Mr. Townthend, in anfwer, bow ot 
himfelf defirous of paying every honour 
due to their highrank as a Sody ; but that, 
if che flagrant mifcondué of any particular 
Ambaffador thould be found to deferve 
cenfure, he hoped fuch a‘man would meet 
with no lenity from a Parliament anxiovs 
to fave the trade of England. from decay, 
and its manufadurers from deftruétion, 

A Committee was then nominated to en+ 
Quire into the faés alledged. in the peti- 
tion, and to, report the fame to the Houfe. 

_This day ;ata meeting of the creditors of 
Sir George Colebrooke, the truftees, who 
at a former meeting were appointed to ens 
quire into the eftate and effe&s of that 
gentleman, made their report, by which it 
appeared, that the balance in favour of Sir 
George was 315,0001, that from that’ ba- 
lance the truftees had. thought proper. to 
write off 120,000!.. on: account: of Sir 
George’s engagements for. his brother-in: 
law, Mr. Gilbert ; and 80,0001. whieh had 
been fettled onLady Colebrooke and her fa+ 


ily which reduced the balance 10106 ,oool, 


befides the eventual chance of the Chitham 
eftace in Kent; that, notwithftanding this 
balance; by reafon of thediffufe Rate of Sit 
George's effeéts, it muft be near two years 
and. a, half before the creditors could'be 
fully. paid their principal and intereft ; but 
thac 7s. in the pound fhould be advanced 
within the’ fpace of two months. With 
this promifing ftate of Sir George’s affairs 
the creditors fcemed well fatisfied ; and 
it was propofed by fome gentlemen: pre 
fent, that:‘Sir George fhould again refume 
the banking bufinefs with his old partners ; 
but others were of opinion, that it would 
be proper to affociate a new partner, whe 
would have an imtereft in keeping the old 
‘debts difting. 

This day, there was.a General Court of. 
the Propaietors of Eaft-India Stock, when 
the Chairman acquainted them, that he 
had delivered their petition; that it was 
read, and ordered, .as ufual, to lie upon 
the table ; that Lord Notth feemed to ex~ 

refs fome doubts about the meaning of 
it; and that he had afterwards propofed a 
plan of regulation for the government of 
the Company’s affairs at home and abroad, 
which he intended to bring in as a bill. 
The fubftance of thefe regulatious being 
afterwards reported by Mr, Dempfter, 
fome of the Proprietors deciared,they would 
fooner give up the whole of their proper- 
ty in Eaft-India flock, than contribute to 
fuch proceedings. 

The Duke of Richmond made a motion, 
that Lord North be requefted to communi- 
cate in writing his plan of an intended bill 
for the regulation of the Company’s affairs, 
and likewife acquaint them with what parts 
of their petition he doubted-the meaning, 

Another movion was made by Mr. Kirk= 
man, that all the Charters, together —

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the treaties between the Company and the 
Indian Chiefs, be printed’ for the ufe of the 
Proprietors, And Mr. Dempfter moved, 
that a lift of the Proprietors poffeffing 1000. 
ftock be likewife printed for che f:me ufe ; 
all which motions were agreed to. 

The Duke of Richmond’s motion was 
carried into execution, and produced an 
antwer from Lord North, that having with 
others received the commands of theHoufeé 
to prepare a.bill for the purpofes mention- 
ed, he did not think it proper to coma: 
nicate the plan of it to the Proprietary ; 
and that the part in the petition which he 
did not think expreffed with fufficient clear+

difpofe of his Mufeum—and to feveral 
road, enclofure, and private bills. 

General Burgoyne, .who b ought up the 
report of the Sele& Committee.appoinied 
to enquire into the ftace of Eaft-India af: 
fairs, after explaining the difagreeable fitu- 
ation in which he ftood, declared, that 
there were accounts of crimes*contained in 
the report fhocking to human nature, He 
recapitulated all that related to the depofi- 
tion of Surajah Dowlah, and the placing 
of Meer Jaffier on the Mufnud ; the dou- 
ble treaty. in which Omichund was con- 
eerned; and the infamous tranfactions 
that were carried into execution by perfidy 
and mutder. He concluded by propofing 
the following refolutions ‘t+ ‘ 

I. That all acquifitions made under 
the influence of a military force, or by 
treaty with foreign powers, doof right be- 
long, to the ftate. 

11. That co appropriate acquifitions ac- 
quired under the inflaence of a military 
force, or by treaty with foreign powers, to 
Private ufe, isiNegal. 

Ill, That great fums of money have 
been obtained by fuch means from the fo- 
Vereizn Princes in India, 

Gant. Mag. Mey, 1773. 
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- Sir William Meredith feconded thefe r+ 
folutions, and declaimed agaiait the cic’, 
put upon Omichund, and the fetting Adimi- 
ral Watfon’s name-to countenance the fraud. 
Mr. Wedderburne, the folicitor gene 
ral, oppcfed the refolutions ; and Mr 
Tharloe, the attorney-general, fuppoiced 
them. Mr. Dyfon thought the terms of 
the refotutions might be foftened, bur ra> 
ther than lofe fight of the objeét at which 
they aimed, confented to receive chert at 
they were. Lord North acquiefced in his 
epinion, and Col, Barré created it faces 
tioufly, He told a ftory of a governor of 
Gibraltar, who never refufed prefenis but 
when they were offered by thofé who knew 
not what they were about. A body of 
Jews, he faid, came to make their annual 
prefent ; and tendered, as ufual, 1600 fhe* 
kins.

Wednefday 1, 

At a General Court of the Eaft-India 

Company the anfwer to be returned to 
Lord North was read, and agrced to be 
balloted for on Friday. It was in fubs 
ftance, that they meant to declare, in che 
moft refpe& ful-marner tothe Houfe, thei¢ 
purpofe of refufing both the loan and thé 
agreement, refpetting the teiritorial ac- 
quificions and revenues, rather than accept 
them’ upon the whole of the terms'pro* 
pofed. 
At this meeting the Deputy Chairman 
acquainted the Court, that advice had’been 
received, over land, from Bengal, that the 
Narcot of Goreech, having failed in the 
performance’ of his treaty, tiad been at= 
tacked by the Company's troops, under 
Brigadier-General Wedderburne: { brother 
to the Solicitor-General]; his principal 
fort taken, with little Jofs, except that of 
the life of the General, who was ki'led 
in reconnoitering ; and that a lack of ‘rus 
pees had been found, and a much greater 
fum.expefied. ‘Thefe advices add, that

While thefe contentions fubfift between 
the Minifter and the Company, there is 
certain advice, that a new Eaft-Intla Com?

Jong who did not quadrate with this idea. 
Gifts thus obtained, under the influence of 
military force, have already, by the refor 
lutions of this houfe been declared illegat ; 
he therefore concluded his fpeech in de- 
claring, that he intended to prorofe the 
following refolution ; 

** That the Right Honourable Robert 
Lord Clive, Baron of Plaffey, in the kings 
dom of Ireland, in confequence of the 
powers vetted in him in India, had illegally 
acquired the fum of two hundred and 
thirty four thoufand pounds, to the ditho- 
nour and detriment of the ftate.” 

Sir William Meredith fupported Gen, 
Burgoyne in his argument ; faid, hr. fhould 
maintain, againft any power under heaven, 
every mode of proceeding that had na- 
tional juflice for its aim, and private de- 
lirquency for its foundation. Mr. Wed- 
deiburve inveighed againft accufing a man 
of d@tinquency upon the bare report of a fe 
le& committee, who were appointed to 
enquire into the ftate of the Eaft- India 
affairs, and not to crimivate delinquents. 
Sir Richard Sutton faid, that he, amorg 
ovhers, had put fome home queftions to the 
gentlemen examined, but with no defign of 
turning, their anfwers into evidence again 
themfelves... Mz. Rigby and Mr. Ongly 

. contended. 
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eontended for the competency of the 
evidence... Mr. Dyfon infifted on the re- 
gularity of admitting the report of their 
own members in evidence againft the par- 
ties accufed; the majority, however, upon 
the queftion being put, refolved, that the 
evidence fhould be examined viva voce 
at the bar ; and Friday was appointed for 
that purpofe. ‘ 
This day likewife a General Court of 
the Eaft-India Company met to receive 
Lord North’s anfwer to the meffage bal- 
fotted for on Friday ; the purport of which 
was, “ That his Lordhip fees with con- 
cern the differences between him and the 
Company refpeéting their dividend: and 
refers them to Parliament, as propereit to 
apply to on fuch an important occafion.” 
Lord North’s former anfwer was then 
called for; and there it appeared, that 
Lord ‘North, in his own name, defires ex- 
planations, &c, on which Governor John- 


ftone ‘made a pertinent remark on the.
